Into the 
trenches 


INGLE-ISSUE voting is an 

unpleasant prospect. Vicious, 

negative campaigns that target 
for extinction (at any cost) elected 
officials who refuse to stand firm in 
support one individual cause (no mat- 
ter what their record on everything 
else) do not make me feel very good. 

That’s one of the main reasons the 
Supreme Court’s Webster decision is 
so profoundly disturbing: From now 
on, those of us who care deeply about 
protecting reproductive rights are go- 
ing.to have to think very seriously 
about playing the same horrible, rot- 
ten — and very, very effective — poli- 
tical game the right-wing anti-abor- 
tion forces have played for 15 years. 

The Webster ruling, as Jean 
Tepperman points out on page 12, did 
not in itself restrict abortion rights — 
it just made them harder to defend. 

The ruling has changed California 
politics dramatically. From now on, 
states will have far more leeway to 
restrict access to abortions — and 
there’s absolutely no question in my 
mind that the well-funded, well-or- 
ganized anti-abortion forces will be 
moving quickly to take advantage of 
the situation. 

Are basic abortion rights safe in 
California? Absolutely not. Here, as 
in the nation as a whole, major repro- 
ductive rights battles have been won 
in the courts, not in the Legislature. 
Let us never forget: Every year since 
1981, anti-abortion activists have con- 
vinced the Legislature to cut off 
Medi-Cal funds for abortions, doom- 
ing low-income women to bearing 
children they don’t want and can’t af- 
ford — and every year since 1981, the 
ACLU has gone to court and had the 
funds restored. 

In other words, it is the state 
Supreme Court (which, like the U.S. 
Supreme Court, is nowhere near as 
liberal as it was when protections for 
abortion rights were first established) 
that has prevented the loss of Medi- 
Cal funding for abortions. For. eight 
years, a majority of the Legislature has 
been willing to snub the pro-choice 
agenda on that issue — and a majority 
of the Legislature may well be prepared 
to take the same step on a whole range 
of other abortion issues. 

Why, when polls consistently show 
a majority of the voters in the state 
support abortion rights, does the 
Legislature vote against them? Be- 
cause the anti-abortion lobby plays 
tough and dirty. 

Forget your overall voting record. 
Forget your constituent case work. 
Forget all you’ve done for your dis- 
trict. If you’re a legislator in Cal- 
ifornia and you’re not 100 percent op- 
posed to abortion rights, you run the 
risk of being targeted for defeat by a 
dedicated, single-minded group that 
can raise the money for a smear 
campaign to defeat you. 

Our side has often found that kind 
of stuff sleazy and unethical — and it 
is. But the tragedy of Webster is that 
we may not have much choice any 
more. The Supreme Court has, in- 
deed, declared war on reproductive 
rights. The stakes are too high: Ugly 
or not, we may have to climb into the 
trenches, fix our bayonets and 
prepare for combat. — Tim Redmond

Common Cause vs. political sleaze 


the state of California decided they’d had 

enough of arrogant politicians and govern- 
ment agencies paralyzed by corruption, They 
elected a new governor, a reformer named Hiram 
Johnson, who had helped prosecute San Fran- 
cisco’s notorious Boss Ruef and who vowed to give 
government back to the people. 

The same year he took office, 1911, Johnson put 
in place the initiative, referendum and recall, 
heralding the Progressive Era in California politics 
and dealing a powerful (if temporary) setback to 
the forces of political corruption. 

’The idea behind Johnson’s landmark reforms 
was simple: Politicians and government agencies 
could not be trusted to stand up to the wealthy and 
powerful and protect the interests of the public. 
It’s a message that is equally applicable today. 

Consider the response of a host of public agen- 
cies and prominent politicians to our reports on the 
conflict of interest involving Assembly Speaker 
Willie L. Brown, Jr. anda San Francisco waterfront 
development project. (Brown as a private attorney 
represents the developer. Brown as a public official 
introduced legislation that may have helped remove 
a major obstacle to project approval). 

Over the past two weeks, we’ve sent copies of 
our stories and editoriais to the state Legislature’s 
ethics committees, the state Bar Association, the 
Attorney General’s Office, the Fair Political Prac- 
tices Commission, the San Francisco District At- 
torney’s Office, the San Francisco civil grand jury, 
the members of the Board of Supervisors and Port 
and Planning commissions, City Attorney Louise 
Renne and Mayor Art Agnos, among others. 
We’ve asked the oversight agencies to investigate 
Brown’s conduct and the larger issue of private 
attorney-public official conflicts. We’ve asked the 
local elected officials to call on the oversight 
agencies to investigate the propriety of what 


S EVENTY-EIGHT years ago, the people of 


Brown is doing. 

And save for a hesitant, working-at-being-wel- 
terweight statement from DA Arlo Smith and a 
noncommittal form letter from the FPPC, those 
officials have all failed to respond. 

Fortunately, the public interest lobby California 
Common Cause has picked up the ball. The package 
of reforms Common Cause proposed June 26th (see 
story, page 13) deserves attention and support. And 
if nobody in the Legislature is willing to introduce 
and fight for the package, Common Cause and 
other concernéd groups ought to take advantage of 
Hiram Johnson’s legacy, and put the issue directly 
before the voters as an initiative. 

The Common Cause plan would, among other 
things, deal directly with Brown-style lawyer-legis- 
lator conflicts by'’severely restricting the amount of 
outside incomie a state legislator can earn while in 
office. It would strengthen laws against conflicts 
of interest, ban non-election-year campaign con- 
tributions and limit campaign expenditures, ban 
honoraria and establish procedures for appoint- 
ing an independent special prosecutor to in- 
vestigate serious charges of high-level corruption. 

Walter Zelman, the executive director of Cali- 
fornia Common Cause, says the group is open to 
suggestions for changes that would improve the 
package. One suggestion comes irnmediately to 
mind; specific language requiring full disclosure 
of all private clients of elected officials, as well as 
the precise fees those clients pay and the precise 
nature of the work the official is doing to earn 
those fees. 

There will no doubt be other amendments to 
address specific problems (Willie Brown’s legisla- 
tive secrecy, for example). But overall, the package 
represents a major first step in ending the plague of 
sleaze that has put the 1980s into serious conten- 


‘ tion for the title of Most Corrupt Decade in the 


history of California politics. 
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GIANT in the world of finance died last 
A week. Her name was Florence Plotnick 
McDonald. 

Like all financial geniuses, Florence had that 
special knack of separating other people from 
their cash. And if you’ve ever been even remotely 
associated with Bay Area progressive politics, 
there’s a good chance she’s phoned you to raise 
funds for one of her investment schemes. 

Florence McDonald’s schemes, you can be sure, 
were as far from Wall Street as you could get. For 
her, the only investment worth making was in the 
struggle for social justice. It’s where she advised 
hundreds of her friends to put their money. It’s 
where she invested all the money of her own she 
had to spare. It’s where she invested her life. 

When Florence ran for Berkeley city auditor in 
1975, some thought her experience as a book- 
keeper didn’t qualify her for the job. She won the 
election anyway and had no trouble handling the 
auditor’s responsibilities. What Florence 
couldn’t handle was the salary. She was being 
paid too much, she said, and volunteered to give 
the city back a third of her earnings. But the con- 
servative majority then dominating the City 
Council rejected her offer, so Florence gave the 
money away to community groups. 

I once heard a story that begins with a man 
who’s washed up on the beach of a tropical island. 
He tells the islanders they will be engulfed by a tidal 
wave in 24 hours. Alarmed, the islanders call on 
their three wisest women for guidance, 

The first wise woman directs the people to 
spend the 24 hours in prayer to the gods. The sec- 
ond suggests they all have a terrific party until the 
wave hits. The third wise woman finally speaks 
up. She counsels the islanders to spend the next 
24 hours working together to figure out how to 
live under water. 

Florence McDonald was a lot like the third 
wise woman. She had no delusions about how 
difficult it is to change society for the better. But 
whatever the odds of success, the only sensible 
way to live a fulfilled life was in the front ranks of 
those battling for a more humane world. This

was what she believed from the time she was a 
teenager until her death. 

Barely five feet tall and dressed in one of her 
typical outfits, a pink polyester pantsuit or a 
housedress with a colorful flower print, Florence 
didn’t look like much of a giant. But if her fashion 
statement was a bit out of date, her principles will 
never be out of date. The consistency of her 
political commitment never ceased to amaze me. 
She was the most righteous leftist I’ve known. 

In his marvelous book, An Old Guy Who Feels 
Good, Florence’s husband Mac wrote the perfect 
capsule description of his ‘‘ever lovin’ wife’’: 
“She has always been there and you could de- 
pend on it.” 

Florence knew how to follow the money. So 
it’s not surprising she became heavily involved in 
real estate as a leader in the fight for affordable 
housing and tenant rights. She was first elected to 
Berkeley’s rent control board in 1986. With her 
husband Mac in poor health and afflicted by 
cancer herself, few expected Florence to run for 
re-election last November. But it was clear she 
was needed. She ran for the board and, of course, 
was the top vote-getter. Mac died on a Sunday 
this past September. Florence showed up at Mon- 
day’s rent board meeting. That’s what he would 
have expected, she said. 

Those opposed to rent control will spend big 
bucks to take over Florence’s seat in a special 
election to be held in the fall. If they succeed, 
they’ll have the crucial fifth vote and the board 
majority they need to subvert Berkeley’s rent 
law. This time we’ll have to stop them without 
Florence. And it’s going to bea lot tougher todo. 

About a year ago, I began doing financial com- 
mentary for KPFA. My radio bit is called Money 
for the Masses and I always end it with the tag- 
line: ‘You don’t need lots of money to be 
wonderful.”’ If anyone proved this maxim true it 
was Florence McDonald. wt Pt Ee

New jail no solution 

Your article on the fight heating up over what to 
do about San Francisco’s jail overcrowding 
situation (Bay Guardian, 6/7/89) totally misses the 
point. The issue is not whether ‘‘we continue to 
fight the good fight (at a heavy cost to the poor 
souls in the county jail) or we give in to reality and 
accept the consequences.’’ That is rubbish! 

The issue at hand is whether we accept the reality 
that building another jail will nor eliminate the 
terrible problem of overcrowding or we give in to 
the illusion that another jail will somehow 
uncrowd the system and provide better conditions 
to the ‘‘poor souls”’ within it. 

Jail building does not eliminate overcrowding 
because it does not address the systemic problems 
that create it. These range from lack of adequate 
social services to inefficient operation of the 
criminal justice system. According to a recent U.S. 
Justice Department report: 

“Jurisdictions using a system-wide approach to 
jail crowding see the local justice system as a 
screening mechanism that can be modified to 
enhance the use of scarce jail space.... Local 
analysis often reveals that the primary underlying 
cause of crowding is excessive length of confine- 
ment due to inefficient case processing... . System 
studies in a number of jurisdictions have sug- 
gested, as one judge said, ‘a lot of little ways’ to 
halt or reverse jail: population increase without 
releasing serious offenders.”’ 

Another U.S. Justice Department report found 
that every new jail is filled to capacity or beyond 
within three to five years of completion. San 
Francisco, Alaméda and Contra Costa counties are 
prime local examples. This is not a pie in the sky; this 
is reality.

Businessmen’s blues 


The mayor has opposed the Olympics on behalf 
of the gay community, even after that community 
lost its case in front of the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The mayor has increased business taxes, even 
though the people defeated Proposition K, the 
referendum on these tax increases. The mayor 
closed the business branch of the public library al- 
though it was, outside of the main library, the 
busiest branch. 

The mayor supports vacancy control, rent con- 
trol’s most draconian and chilling form, even 
though vacancy rates in residential housing in San 
Francisco have never been higher. The vacancy 
control referendum also lost at the ballot box; even 
rent control was defeated twice, in 1976 and 1979. 

The city planning department was a bureaucratic 
nightmare before Agnos took office. Now, with re- 
cent changes, nearly every minor building applica- 
tion gets major scrutiny by the Planning Commis- 
sion and the entire neighborhood. Any disgruntled 
neighbor can now do his best Academy Award por- 
trayal of a Red Guard squad leader! An average 
permit is now taking upward of seven months! This 
is Agnos’ paradigm of a ‘‘People’s Army”’!

Mountain lion initiative: The 
proposed California Wildlife 
Protection Act is currently 
being circulated and the Plan- 
ning and Conservation League 
is trying to raise 600,000 sig- 
natures by the end of Septem- 
ber to qualify the measure for 
the June 1990 ballot. 

PCL is billing this as an 
effort to save the mountain 
lion, by stopping sport hunting 
and setting aside habitat. But 
the measure does much more. 
It requires the state to spend 
$30 million a year for the next 
30 years on wildlife habitat, 
with about a third of the 
money for deer and mountain 
lion habitat specifically. PCL 
predicts that approximately 
half the $30 million will come 
from the ‘unallocated fund” 
established by last year's 
Proposition 99, the Tobacco 
Tax Initiative. 

PCL is also gathering peti- 
tions for its Rail Bond Initiative 
Act to provide nearly $2 billion 
in bond money for rail im- 
provements. Local projects 
would include improved Muni 
service, rail service to 
Sacramento, BART extensions 
in the East Bay and San 
Mateo, improved Cal Train 
service along the Peninsula 
and commuter rail service to 
Marin and Sonoma counties.

THE SAN Francisco City Planning 
Department is attempting to ‘‘suspend 
reality’’ to move the Pier 39 Underwater 
World aquarium project forward, project 
opponent Sue Hestor is charging. At issue 
is the impact the project would have on 
traffic and parking in the congested 
Fisherman’s Wharf area. Although the 
project would attract an estimated 1.65 
million people a year, planning officials 
insist it would have no significant impact _ 
on traffic at the Wharf. 

In a June 29th memo to the City Plan- 
ning Commission, Zoning Administrator 
Robert Passmore states that Underwater 
World would have “‘relatively minor traf- 
fic and parking impacts.”’ 

The Passmore memo also notes that 
the Planning Department refuses to test 
any of the possible traffic mitigation 
plans, since the developer doesn’t want to 
pay for the tests. ‘Project Sponsor has 
no reason to commit the funds necessary 
for implementation of the changes. . . 
unless the proposed Project is 
approved,’’ the memo states. 

Hestor, an attorney representing several 
Fisherman’s Wharf businesses, said that 
the Planning Department is trying to force 
the commission to approve the project 
without fully studying its impacts. 

“‘The department staff is telling the 
commission to suspend reality in dealing 
with this project,’’ she said. ‘‘We are talk- 
ing about a project that will have 1.65 
million people visiting a year.’’ 

Hestor isn’t the only one angry over the 
traffic problems. The Citizens Advisory 
Committee for the Fisherman’s Wharf 
area is bitterly protesting the Planning 
Department’s proposed traffic mitigation 
plan, saying that planning officials 
deliberately excluded Advisory Committee 
members from reviewing the plan. 

In fact, the CAC will get to review the 
latest version of the traffic mitigation plan 
on Wednesday, July Sth — the night 
before the Planning Commission holds its 
next hearing on the project. 

Lee Anne Fuller, a Northpoint Apart- 
ments administrator who sits on 
the transportation subcommittee of the 
CAC, wrote to the commission recently 
to express her concerns about the traffic 
mitigation plan, 

Fuller told the Bay Guardian the entire 
process for evaluating the traffic mitiga- 
tion plan has been secretive. The traffic 
plan, she said, ‘‘was never brought up 
until right before the commission was 
ready to hear it.’’ 

Critics have also raised the issue of the 
future impact the project could have on 
the construction of the long-awaited Muni 
Metro F-line, which is slated to run from 
4th and Townsend along the Embar- 
cadero. Richard Spotswood, an attorney 
representing the owner of the Northpoint 
Apartments, told the Bay Guardian he is 
worried that the increased congestion 
brought by the aquarium project could 
make it nearly impossible to lay the tracks 
for the F-line. 

“To put the Underwater World project 
in there, and then rip up the street to put 
in the F-line, would create absolute chaos 


on the wharf,’’ Spotswood said. 

The commission has scheduled a 
hearing on the project for July 6th, but 
will not make any decision on it until a 
later meeting.

BROWN STILL 
STONEWALLING 
ON ASSEMBLY 
SECRECY 


THE STATE Senate is considering 
amending its rules to limit executive ses- 
sions, but Assembly Speaker Willie Brown 
is still opposing attempts to end legislative 
secrecy in the Assembly. 

Brown made his objections clear during 
a June 20th news conference at which he 
told reporters ‘‘I don’t think any legisla- 
tive body needs day-by-day, line-by-line 
Tules as if they’re children. I think we’re 
old enough to use good judgment.”’ 

Advocates of open government have 
been trying to pressure the Legislature into 
adhering to Proposition 24, the successful 
1984 ballot initiative requiring open meet- 
ings except to discuss specific security and 
personnel matters, or the Ralph M. Brown 
Open Meetings Act. The Legislature claims 
its own rules supersede Prop. 24, and it has 
specifically exempted itself from the act, 
which sets day-by-day, line-by-line rules for 
every other legislative body in the state. 

The Assembly has met in executive ses- 
sion to discuss such matters as whether to 
try to block a Mercury News request under 
the California Public Records Act for 
legislators’ driving records. 

Brown told the press that passing an 
open-meetings rule ‘‘will be legitimizing 
your accusations of inappropriate con- 
duct, and I’m unwilling to do that.” 

In a June 20th letter to Brown, Dan 
Carson, president of the Sacramento-based 
Central Chapter of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists, wrote, “‘If anyone 
believes in setting rules and living by them, 
it ought to be legislators.” Carson again 
urged Brown to consider a rule change. 

Carson told the Bay Guardian that 
Brown’s comment was ‘‘a very discour- 
aging kind of statement and it just means 
we’ve got a lot work to do. But we’ve 
always known we were in this for the long 
haul.” He said that as of press time, he 
had not received a response from the 
speaker. 

On June 20th, Carson also sent a letter 
to Senator David Roberti (D-Hollywood), 
saying that the open-meetings policy state- 
ment adopted June 16th by the Senate 
Rules Committee, which Roberti chairs, 
did not go*far enough (see Bay Guardian, 
6/21/89). He called for an amendment of 
both the Senate rules and the joint rules 
covering both houses. 

Carson told the Bay Guardian he and 
another member of the SPJ chapter’s 
board met with Cliff Berg, executive officer 
of the Senate Rules Committee, on June 29th. 
Berg, Carson said, informed the SPJ repre- 
sentatives that he had requested assistance 
from the legislative counsel in drafting a 
Senate rule to restrict executive sessions. 

““We do not have any specific agreement 
on this point as to what that rule contains. 
We think that they’re making again a very 
serious good-faith effort to respond to our 
request, but whether we’ll get all we want I 
really can’t say,’’ Carson said.

O’/DONNELL, 
WATCHDOG, 
1927-1989 


CITY EDITOR Tim Redmond hurtled in- 
to my office. 

“Terrible news, terrible news,’’ he said. 
‘‘Walter O’Donnell has died.’’ And he 
handed me the phone message from local 
gadfly Peter Paul, who had heard it from 
Sunset activist Marguerite Warren. 

The news electrified and saddened many 
in our offices as no piece of information 
had in years. 

For more than two decades, Walter 
O’Donnell has had a special place at the 
Bay Guardian, one that nobody outside 
the paper ever knew much about. No mat- 
ter how busy the newsroom was, no matter 
hew many calls the receptionist had, the 
standing order for the past 23 years has 
been: Put Walter through. 

The reason was simple. Walter O’Donnell 
was a unique public resource, a sort of 
public detective with a public agenda, on 
permanent special assignment, monitoring 
City Hall meetings and officials on 
an almost daily basis, year after year. 

As Greggar Sletteland, our first city 
editor, used to say (circa 1970): 
“You always talk to Walter, because 
Walter always has a story.’’ 

And indeed he did. Over the years, 
Walter provided us with an endless 
stream of stories, tips, leads, coming 
atrocities and dastardly deeds from City 
Hall —*enough to keep a fully staffed 
metropolitan paper going at full throttle 
24 hours a day. 

But most of the City Hall regulars, 
used to dealing with well-honed flacks 
with expensive suits and big desks, bear- 
ing press releases on Official letterheads, 
never gave Walter the time of day. He 
was always a bit disheveled. He had a 
speaking impediment that came from a 
history of medical problems. And his 
agenda was pretty subversive: secret 
meetings and secret agendas, the 


squandering of public money, Big People 
who push Little People around, what 
PG&E and the Big Boys are really up to 
at City Hall. Not your standard Ex- 
aminer/Chronicle fare. 

So he came to us early on, with a wind- 
fall of stories and editorial leads, and when 
we followed a few of them up, he kept on 
coming. When it was a big, breaking story, 
he would even cough up a few coins, make 
his way to a City Hall phone booth and call. 

During the Alioto administration, 
Walter used to flash regular SOS phone 
messages every time the mayor moved to 
knock our newsracks off the street. Under 
Feinstein, he would concentrate on secret 

PG&E and power lobbyist shenanigans. 

When his information was less timely, 
he would get on the 47 Van Ness (one of 
his big beefs was Muni’s decision to trun- 
cate this route) and ride down to 19th and 
Potrero, then walk the two blocks to the 
Guardian offices. He’d usually show up 
once or twice a week — invariably at our 
busiest deadline moments. 

But there was no putting off Walter. No 
matter how busy we were, Walter always 
seemed even busier. After all, he had a 
whole city to watch. There were more 
meetings to catch, more agendas to scour. 
More public scandals to uncover, revealed 
in small print on the bottom of some _ 
obscure page that nobody except Walter 
O’Donnell would ever bother to read. 

Reporter Jim Balderston, who spent the 
most time with Walter in recent years, 
recalls him trudging along, with his bat- 
tered valise full of documents. seeming to” 
pick up steam as he neared the Bay 
Guardian offices. He was, Balderston 
says, ‘‘an irresistible force.’’ 

Walter (nobody called him ‘‘Walt’’ ex- 
cept Balderston) had the zest and staying 
power to keep City Hall accountable in the 
best way possible: He attended all board 
and committee meetings, read the agendas 
and public legal notices and tracked all the 
right issues, big and small. 

Whenever I went over to City Hall, I 
always looked for Walter — at the board 
meeting, or the Planning Commission 

meeting, or whatever committee meeting

year, “The threads of the net 
that hold the world ecosystem 
in balance are breaking and 
unraveling. Only a huge 
coordinated, worldwide effort 
will save what is left of the 
natural world."’ 

That sense of urgency 
prompted Nelson and 1970 
Earth Day coordinator Denis 
Hayes to initiate a coalition for 
a massive, international dem- 
onstration on April 22, 1990, 
the 20th anniversary of the 
first Earth Day. With the 
participation of scores of en- 
vironmental and other pro- 
gressive organizations, the 
Earth Day 1990 coalition is 
already working to build for the 
event. 

Citizens will be urged to do 
everything from plant trees to 
support a list of policies in- 
cluding a ban on chlorofluoro- 
carbons, a halt to the export of 
toxic wastes and dangerous 
pesticides, a 20-year transition 
from fossil fuels to renewable 
energy sources, an 80 percent 
reduction in acid rain, and the 
creation of a strong inter- 
national agency with authority 
to protect the atmosphere and 
oceans.

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was the liveliest that moment. I would sit 
next to him, and he would have an agenda 
for me and would fill me in on all the sor- 
did details of the impending sellout. 

“That asshole,’’ he would say, pointing 
to whatever supervisor or commissioner 
was violating the public trust at the time. 
“*He’s selling out on this one,’’ Walter 
would assert, his wiry little body 
coiling in derision. 

And invariably, Walter would turn out 
to be right. 

Walter always seemed to know where 
the action was. On the night in November 
1987 when Supervisor Richard Hongisto 
planned to introduce quietly motions on 
roll call to stop the PG&E contracts steam- 
roller, I went to a sleepy board meeting. 
There were only a couple of people left in 
the audience: Walter and a PG&E lob- 
byist. That night, Walter was gleeful. 

Walter always hated to see public money 
get wasted, and when the PG&E contracts 
scandal broke, he immediately went to 
work and began tracking PG&E moves in 
City Hall to ram through the contracts in 
the waning days of the Feinstein ad- 
ministration and continue the PG&E/Raker 
Act scandal for another 30 years. He was in 
constant touch with our PG&E task force, 
and on Dec. 16th, he hit paydirt. 

In his regular check of City Hall doors 
for last-minute meeting notices, Walter. 
found that the PUC had scheduled a 
quickie meeting, illegal under the Brown 
Act, for quiet approval of the contracts, at 
8:30 the next morning in an out-of-the- 
way basement room at City Hall. 

Walter got on a pay phone and flashed 
the word to the Bay Guardian. His SOS 
enabled us to stop the hearing the next 
day and begin dramatizing the issue for the 
battle ahead. 

Walter, of course, was on hand for the 
8:30 am hearing, muttering and in full 
glower at the PG&E forces on the PUC 
and the city attorney’s staff. Three months 
later, he was given a special freedom-of- 


information award from the Northern 
California Chapter of the Society of Pro- 
fessional Journalists. Even the Examiner 
published the story, gamely quoting the 
part of the citation that said Walter had 
flashed a secret PG&E meeting SOS from 
a City Hall pay phone. 

The last time I saw Walter, in early 
May, I had a premonition that all was not 
well. I gave him a copy of this year’s SPJ 
program at San Francisco State and asked 
him to come. The chapter, I said, wanted 
to introduce him and acknowledge him 
once again for his two decades of FOI 
watchdog work. He thanked me, took a 
copy of the program schedule and hustled 
off. He didn’t show up. 

On June 6, 1989, at 6:54 pm, Walter 
O’Donnell died of a seizure at the age of 
62. That’s all the information we could get 
out of the Coroner’s Office. 

This time around, Jim Balderston did 
the checking on Walter. It was tough 
going. Walter was a loner — he talked 
about City Hall, not himself. 

“He died,”’ Jim wrote in a memo to me, 
“in his residence in the 900 block of Mis- 
sion Street/cross 6th — the heart of the 
wino country. The cops used to bust Walter 
— or harass him when he didn’t have his 
medicine — and treat him like a drunk. 
Walter didn’t drink. It used to piss him off. 

“No next-of-kin have been found to 
date. They will hold the body in the city 
morgue for another week or so. No service 
planned as of today. 

‘‘Walter was in the service — Navy I 
believe. 

“New York — I think — was his home. 

“Favorite quote: ‘That Molinari — the 
Kingfisher — is an Se di 

So long, Walter. You were our secret 
weapon. A generation of Bay Guardian 
reporters and readers are forever in your 
debt. And there are a helluva lot of people 
at City Hall, with nice titles and big 
salaries, who can’t hold a candle to what 
you did for the City of San Francisco, as a 
public detective-on nobody’s payroll.

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DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


In the last few months,, 
Ronald Reagan’s Supreme 
Court legacy has hit home with 
a vengeance. 

First, the court dismantled 
the historic affirmative action 
and civil rights laws protecting 
minorities in the workplace. 
Then, on July 3rd, it assaulted 
a woman's right to choose 
abortion. 

The Webster vs. Reproduc- 
tive Health Center ruling 
allows states to restrict basic 
abortion rights, especially for 
low-income women, and opens 
the door to many more restric- 
tions of women’s rights under 
the banner of fetal protection. 

The decision did not in itself 
restrict abortion rights — it 
just made it harder to defend 
them. Women’s work is never 
done. Now women and their 
allies will have to fight on 50 
fronts, to defeat restrictive 
laws in state legislatures. 

In California, for now, abor- 
tion rights — including poor 
women’s rights to state-funded 
abortions — are guaranteed 
by a 1972 state constitutional 
amendment and a series of 
court decisions interpreting it: 
However, in 1987 the Legisla- 
ture passed a law restricting 
these rights (requiring parental 
consent for abortion for 
women under 18), although its 
enforcement is now blocked 
by a lawsuit. The Webster de- 
cision could encourage more 
such initiatives. 

In many other states, exist- 
ing laws and anti-abortion 
forces are poised and ready to 
take advantage of any weaken- 
ing of federal protection for 
abortion. 

The July 3rd decision up- 
held three crucial provisions of 
a Missouri law: 

1) Prohibition on the use of 
state funds for abortion, 
including a prohibition on 
abortions in state hospitals, 
by state employees or even in 
private hospitals that receive 
state funds. This effectively 
denies abortion to low-income 
women. 

2) Declaration that life 
begins at conception. Ad- 
vocates fear such a declara- 
tion could lead to massive vio- 
lations of women’s rights — in 
fact, some states have already 
punished and restricted 
women in areas from health 
care to employment, in the 
name of protecting the fetus. 

3) Requirement that doctors 
perform tests of viability on 
fetuses of more than 20 
weeks. This provision opens 
the door for more state intru- 
sion into decisions of women 
and their doctors. 

The Supreme Court's 
attacks on abortion rights will 
probably not stop here. On 
July 3rd it accepted three 
more cases challenging 
current abortion rights, and 
four of the nine justices have 
indicated a willingness to over- 
turn the historic 1973 Roe vs. 
Wade decision, which legal- 
ized abortion in the United 
States. — Jean Tepperman

Vacancy control moving 


SAN FRANCISCO’s long-awaited 
vacancy control legislation may finally be 
taking shape. But some tenants and tenant 
activists may not be thrilled with the 

final package. 

Vacancy control limits the amount a 
landlord can raise the rent when an apart- 
ment becomes vacant. 

Local real estate interests have vowed an 
all-out war against the legislation, 
including, quite possibly, a referendum 
campaign to overturn it if it wins 
Board of Supervisors approval. So pro- 
ponents say the strong support of Mayor 
Art Agnos will be crucial — and that 
means they must put together a package he 
will stand behind. 

Look for the legislation to establish a 
ceiling for rent increases at between 10 and 
20 percent, based on the length of time the 
previous tenant occupied the apartment. 
The way the package is shaping up now, 
the allowable raise would be determined 
by a formula: A previous tenancy of up 
to five years would allow a 10 percent 
hike, up to ten years would allow an in- 
crease of another 2 percent a year, and 
the rent on apartments that had been oc- 
cupied 11 or more years before 
becoming vacant could go up the max- 
imum amount of 20 percent. 

Sources familiar with the plans say 
landlords would also have two options for 
seeking higher increases for tenants who 
have occupied their units since before 
1979, when the city’s rent control or- 
dinance came into effect. They would be 
able to have a hearing to consider any hike 
beyond 20 percent, or simply use a for- 
mula based on the Consumer Price Index. 

Some tenant activists have pushed for 
stricter controls, saying the landlords will 
fight the measure no matter what it says. 
But the proponents of the more moderate 
plan say it will be easier to defend, both at 
the board level and if and when it comes 
before the voters. 


Presidio planning starts 


THE ARMY CORPS of Engineers took 
the first formal step in the process of clos- 
ing the Presidio June 28th when it held a 
“scoping hearing’’ at the base’s Non- 
Commissioned Officers Club. 

But if the first hearing is any indication, 
the Army’s efforts to ensure that all 
interested parties can participate (and as 
many viewpoints as possible can be heard) 
in the closure process are something short 
of stellar. 

Public notice of the June 28th meeting 


“was sent far and wide, to print and elec- 


tronic media across the state — with the 
Bay Guardian a notable exception. The 
Bay Guardian is co-sponsoring ‘‘The Fate 
of the Presidio Conference,”’ an all-day 
public meeting to be held on Aug. Sth. 
As part of preparing its Environmental 
Impact Statement, the Corps of Engineers 


will accept written testimony until July 28th. 


A few questions that should be fully 
answered in the EIS are: 

What hazardous-material dumpsites ex- 
ist on the Presidio? How is the Army go- 
ing to clean up those sites so the base is 
safe for any future use? 

How is the Army going to mitigate the 
loss of health care to those in active-duty 
service, now provided by Letterman Hospi- 
tal, which will be closed with the Presidio? 

How will the Army help civilian 
employees on the base find new jobs? 
What specific measures will be im- 


plemented to ease their hardship?

College Board likes privacy 


IN CLOSED session at its last meeting, 
the San Francisco Community College 
Board created a three-member committee 
to investigate member John Riordan, who 
has been accused of leaking confidential 
information to the press and public. 

Board president Julie Tang told the Bay 
Guardian no written charges have been 
filed against Riordan. 

Tang also said the closed session was 
entirely appropriate because, under the 
Brown Act, personnel discussions are 
allowed in closed session. 

When it was pointed out that charges 
against Riordan concerned a board member, 
not district staff, Tang claimed the board 
itself should be considered ‘‘personnel.’’ 

“‘Members of the board receive a sti- 
pend from the district, so we are 
employees of the district,’’ she said. 

Tang said that particular reading of the 
law was provided by the board’s 
$115,000-a-year counsel, James Seely. 

But the Attorney General’s 1989 Open 
Meeting Laws Handbook specifically pro- 
hibits any elected body — including the 
Community College Board — from con- 
sidering its members employees and 
thereby exempting discussions about them 
from the requirement of meeting in public. 

Seely dismissed the attorney general’s 
argument, calling it ‘‘only the interpreta- 
tion of an opinion.”’ 

Seely also warned that any action of this 
type taken in public had risks and was 
“too dangerous to the district.”’ 


Planning Commission hearing 
THE SF Planning Commission will con- 
sider two controversial projects at its next 
meeting July 6th. 

The traffic mitigation plan for the pro- 
posed Pier 39 aquarium project will be the 
subject of an informational hearing. The 
plan — especially its potential traffic prob- 
lems — has stirred a great deal of resent- 
ment among area residents and merchants 
(see story page 13). No action will be 
taken on the proposal at this point. 

Also on the agenda is a public hearing 
to discuss the Draft Environmental Impact 
Report on a proposed toxic-waste facility 
to be located somewhere in the southeast- 
ern section of the city. The proposed facili- 
ty would treat, store and dispose of hazar- 
dous materials, and could include a toxics 
incinerator. Local neighborhood activists 
are opposed to the plan, and the 
Democratic Central Committee voted 
unanimously against it, A rally to protest 
the toxic-waste facility proposal will be 
held Thursday at 12:30 pm, before the 
meeting, on the Polk Street side of City 
Hall. Information on the rally: 474-6767. 

The Planning Commission meeting will 
be held in room 282 of City Hall, begin- 
ning at 1 pm. For information on the 
aquarium hearing, call 558-6414 (City 
Planning). |

By Tim Redmond 
and Craig McLaughlin 


HE EXAMINER weighed in 

last week with an editorial on 

Willie Brown and the Fisher- 

man’s Wharf aquarium proj- 

ect that exceeded even the 
usual standards of illogical argument 
that we’ve come to expect from the 
local monopoly press. 

The nut of this exercise in see-no-evil 
journalism can be summed up with two 
short sentences: Willie Brown says he’s 
done nothing wrong. Therefore, he 
must have done nothing wrong. 

Brown’s pleas of innocence happen 
to contrast directly with the facts, and 
his client happens to be trying to create 
yet another waterfront monstrosity. 
But those problems didn’t stop the Ex- 
aminer from coming down squarely in 
favor of the new development — and 
squarely against any efforts to hold 
Brown accountable for his growing 
record of political sleaze. 


The Examiner editorial was the 

capstone of a week in which: 

@ The Fair Political Practices Com- 
mission agreed to ‘“‘review’’ the Bay 
Guardian’s complaint against Brown, 
but added it had not decided whether to 
“‘pursue an investigation.”’ 

@ San Francisco District Attorney 
Arlo Smith announced he ‘‘supports”’ 
achange in state Bar Association ethics 
rules that would prevent Brown and 
other lawyer-legislators from acting on 
legislation that could benefit a private 
law client. But Smith stopped short of 
actually calling on the Bar to adopt 
such a rule and stopped far short of 
criticizing Brown’s actions in the 
Underwater World case. 

® Not one other local or state official or 
agency had a word to say in public about 
Brown’s conflict of interest or the prob- 
lem of private attorneys who are also 
public officials representing clients with 
business before public agencies. 

® On the other hand, California Com- 
mon Cause, the non-partisan citizens 
lobby, announced a package of polit- 
ical ethics reforms that would, among 
other things, put an end to Brown-style 
lawyer-legislator conflicts. (The local 
dailies ignored or buried that story.) 

®@ Our continuing investigation into 
the sponsors of Underwater World 
revealed that none of the city agencies 
responsible for reviewing the project 
had any public record showing more 
than the most minimal information 
about the corporations, partnerships 


and individuals who have put up the 
money for the Pier 39 aquarium. The 
true identity of the sponsors and in- 
vestors is carefully hidden behind a 
legal stonewall — and nobody at City 
Hall seems to have any interest in 
breaking it down. 


HE EXAMINER editorial, 

titled “‘Underwater world: No 

fish story,’’ summed up the 

standard attitude of San Fran- 

cisco news media and politi- 
cians, especially when the issue involves 
a figure as powerful as Willie Brown. 

Most of the editorial was devoted to 
lush prose about the “‘imaginative’’ (and 
““ntriguing”’ and ‘‘amazing’’) proposal 
the partnership of New Zealand devel- 
opers and Texas speculators has put for- 
ward for the already overdeveloped 
Fisherman’s Wharf. 

Readers learned plenty about the 
project’s 400-foot plastic tubes, 
moving walkway and 3,000 species of 
marine life. And they learned that ‘‘op- 
ponents’’ had raised questions about 
such mundane things as traffic, park- 
ing and ‘‘the role of Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown.”’ 

But those issues were dismissed as 
quickly as they were raised. Nowhere 
did the editorial explain their substance. 

Nowhere did it note that, like so 
many other battles, the Underwater 
World proposal pits a fairly broad- 
based group of local merchants, neigh- 


borhood activists and environmental- 
ists against a few rich out-of-town 
developers and the crew of local 
lawyers, politicians and public rela- 
tions flacks they have hired to do their 
dirty work. 

Nowhere did the Ex explain who 
“Pier 39 Associates’’ really is (the Bass 
Brothers of Texas). Nowhere did it 
mention that one of the investors in the 
project is a subsidiary of the 
Examiner’s JOA business partner, 
Chronicle Publishing Company. No- 
where did it mention that Brown was 
paid more than $10,000 last year by Un- 
derwater World — much less ask what 
the speaker did to earn that money. 

The facts of the Brown conflict are 
actually quite simple and obvious. 
Brown-as-attorney represents Under- 
water World. To win approval for the 
project, Underwater World needed 
(among other things) to overcome the 
opposition of the nonprofit California 
Academy of Sciences, which operates 
the Steinhart Aquarium in Golden Gate 
Park. Underwater World would, a city 
study shows, cost Steinhart as much as 
$400,000 a year in lost visitor revenues. 

This spring, after meeting with 
Steinhart’s director, Brown-as- 
legislator introduced a bill that would 
give the academy $2 million in state 
matching funds. Shortly after he in- 
troduced the bill, the academy dropped 
its opposition to Underwater World. 


ROWN, OF course, denies 

any wrongdoing. But Walter 

Zelman, the executive direc- 

tor of California Common 

Cause, presented the real 
issue. ‘‘Even if his actions [on behalf of 
his private law client and in his role as a 
legislator] are completely distinct, there 
is no way for the public to know that,”’ 
he told the Bay Guardian June 30th. 
““And even if he could prove that there 
was no connection, it would still be in- 
appropriate. No elected official should 
be doing anything that could even 
create the slightest appearance of a con- 
flict of interest. If they can’t accept a 
higher standard, they shouldn’t be in 
public office.”’ 

On June 26th California Common 
Cause introduced a package of reform 
proposals that would restrict severely the 
amount of outside income a state legis- 
lator can earn, ban honoraria, tighten 
conflict-of-interest rules and provide for 
the appointment of a special prosecutor 
in cases of political corruption. 

Common Cause has asked the Legis- 
lature’s Select Committee on Ethics, 
chaired by John Vasconcellos (D-San 
Jose), to consider making the package 
a part of its final proposal to the 
Assembly and Senate. The committee 
is slated to begin soon reviewing 
legislative ethics and considering new 
ethical guidelines. 

The Vasconcellos committee, how- 
ever, is one of the many agencies that 
have so far declined to respond to Bay 
Guardian letters and phone calls seek- 
ing comment on the Brown/Under- 
water World issue and the problems of 
lawyer-legislator conflicts. 

Over the past two weeks, we’ve sent 
copies of our stories and editorials, and 
letters seeking comments on the issues, 
to the ‘state Bar Association, the 
Legislature’s ethics committees, the 
Fair Political Practices Commission, 
the Attorney General’s Office and the 
San Francisco mayor, district attorney, 
city attorney, Planning and Port com- 
missions, Board of Supervisors and 
civil grand jury, as well as many 
members of the Senate and Assembly. 

To date, only San Francisco DA 
Arlo Smith and the FPPC have re- 
sponded to our letters and follow-up 
phone calls. In a June 27th letter, 
FPPC Counsel Elliot Block said our 
complaint ‘‘is being reviewed.’’ How- 
ever, he said, ‘‘due to the large number 
of complaints received by the commis- 
sion, initial processing will take time.’’ 
He didn’t indicate how much time. 


Meanwhile, Smith, in a June 30th 
letter, noted that his office is doing a 
preliminary review of the Brown case 
and said it would be “‘inappropriate”’ 
to comment on the allegations while 
that review is underway. 

Smith, who is running for attorney 
general, also repeated his call for a 
Public Corruption Unit in the AG’s Of- 
fice and called for an end to the exemp- 
tion that frees state legislators from any 
penalties for violating the state con- 
flict-of-interest laws. He further said he 
supported the ethics rule limiting 
lawyer-legislator conflicts that has 
been adopted by 47 state bar associa- 
tions, but not by California’s. 

But the letter not only avoided ad- 
dressing the specifics of the Under- 
water World case, it didn’t even men- 
tion Brown’s name. 


ROM THE start, the Under- 

water World project has been 

cloaked in secrecy — and our 

ongoing efforts to determine 

who actually is behind the 
scheme suggest that the sponsors take 
secrecy very seriously indeed, and that 
city officials with jurisdiction over the 
project don’t have any interest in 
demanding full disclosure. 

There’s no easy way to track the in- 
vestors in the Underwater World proj- 
ect. City Planning documents list the 
project sponsors as Questar, 
Economics Research Associates and 
Pier 39 Limited Partnership. It has 
been widely reported that the Texas- 
based Bass Brothers are the major 
owners of Pier 39, but the Secretary of 
State only requires the disclosure of 
general partners, those involved in 
operating the business. Investors are 
often limited partners, and they do not 
have to disclose their involvement. 

The general partners for Pier 39, ac- 
cording to the Secretary of State’s Of- 
fice, are Robert Moor and Molly 
South, who give the same Highland 
Park, Illinois mailing address. 

Records on file at the County Clerk’s 
Office show that Underwater World at 
Pier 39 is itself a limited partnership. 
The general partners are Questar and 
Aquabay Inc., a California corpora- 
tion established in 1987. Again, limited 
partners are not disclosed. 

The only directors of Aquabay are 
Moor and South, and the company was 
incorporated by Fritz Arko, general 
manager and president of Pier 39. Asa 
private corporation, Aquabay is not re- 
quired to disclose its shareholders. 

That leaves several possible ways for 
the Chronicle or any other in- 
vestor to be involved in the project — 
through ESA, as a limited partner in 
Pier 39, as a limited partner in Under- 
water World at Pier 39 or as a 
shareholder in Aquabay. Or the in- 
vestor could be part of another group 
of investors that has invested in any of 
these entities. 

The Bay Guardian checked with the 
Port of San Francisco, which leases 
Pier 39, to find out if it had ownership 
information on Pier 39 or Underwater 
World, but a spokeswoman said no such 
records exist. 

We also pored through City Plan- 
ning files on Underwater World and 
found no further information. 
Catherine Bauman, the environmental 
impact review coordinator for the proj- 
ect, said the department has no need 
for such information since it is only 
concerned with land-use issues. 

The lack of any disclosure require- 
ments by local agencies makes it diffi- 
cult for the public to determine just 
who is putting up the money — and 
the political pressure — for Under- 
water World. 

And the fact that the Examiner and 
Chronicle have failed to expose, pur- 
sue, criticize or even nominally report 
on Brown’s conflict of interest allows 
the speaker to continue to get away 
with political sleaze in the Legislature 
and in his hometown. is

South Africa’s weeklies struggle with 
gray areas of black and white issues

JOHANNESBURG 

FTER BUYING three morning papers here for several 

days running, I saw the black newspaper vendor begin 

folding my papers even before I got to his stand. He 

automatically handed me Business Day, the Citizen and the 

Sowetan, the country’s only black daily. I asked how he 

could remember my order when he sells to more than 200 
customers a day. 

“Oh that’s easy baas’’ he said, using the Afrikaans term 
for boss, ‘‘you’re the only white man who ever bought a 
Sowetan.’”’ 

The media, like everything else in South Africa, is etclied 
in black and white. Whites virtually never read the black 
press; blacks prefer the few black newspapers. While the 
stridently right-wing Afrikaans dailies and the more 
moderate English-language press differ politically, all the 
mainstream papers support white minority rule. 

Two Johannesburg alternative weeklies break the apart- 
heid mold — but more on them later. 

Johannesburg sports two Afrikaans dailies, three English 
dailies aimed at whites and the Sowetan. The governing Na- 
tionalist Party controls the Afrikaans dailies, the English- 
language Citizen, and the state radio and TV. The Argus 
group, controlled by the massive Anglo American Corp. 
(DeBeers diamonds), owns all the other English-language 
dailies, including the Sowetan. 

Both English and Afrikaans papers focus on issues of in- 
terest to the county’s 5 million whites: parliament, crime, 
the stock market, TV listings and white sports. (Whites love 
rugby; black people prefer soccer.) 

The English dailies do raise some criticisms of the govern- 
ment and have suffered from press restrictions under the 
state of emergency and other repressive laws. Even minor 
criticism can be grounds for a secret government hearing, 
fines and jail time. The state threatened to jail the editor of 
Business Day, South Africa’s Wall Street Journal, after he 
accused the South African police of incompetence. 

The government is also investigating the Argus-owned 
Star for publishing mineral production data, although it was 
not classified information. 

But even the Star, the most liberal daily, regularly accepts 
the government’s version of events, sometimes with 
humorous results. On May 27th, for example, the Star wrote 
a story about SWAPO, the liberation group that fought 
South African occupation of Namibia. The Star reported the 
South African army claim that there are six undiscovered 
SWAPO arms caches in Namibia. Hey guys, if the arms 
caches are undiscovered, how does the army know there are 
six left? 


modicum of accurate and fair reporting. Like their 
mainstream counterparts, however, the alternatives 
also have largely segregated readership. 

The black weekly, New Nation, circulation 40,000, is 
sponsored by the Catholic Church. Strident and unabashed- 
ly pro-black- majority rule, the New Nation is the best source 
in Johannesburg for the views of the African National Con- 
gress and United Democratic Front, the country’s largest 
liberation groups. 

New Nation regularly interviews anti-apartheid leaders 
not quoted elsewhere. It reports on strikes, the Soweto rent 
boycott and the impact of international sanctions. 
(Remember — it’s illegal to advocate sanctions in South 
Africa.) New Nation runs a regular four-page educational 
supplement, containing political, scientific and religious in- 


S OIT FALLS to the alternative weeklies to provide any 


struction for high-school-age children. 

Then there’s the Weekly Mail, a paper that offers whites 
the best anti-apartheid coverage in the country. I attended its 
fourth anniversary party at a local Johannesburg pub, and 
learned a lot about how the paper survives — and tries to ad- 
dress the problems even a progressive alternative paper in- 
evitably faces in South Africa’s sharply divided society. 

Drinking lager beer and eating fish stew, staffers from the 
now-defunct Rand Daily Mail told me how they started up 
the Weekly Mail in 1985 as a conscious, anti-apartheid alter- 
native to the mainstream white press. The Mail provides 
thoughtful analysis of black labor struggles, political trials, 
emerging alternative culture and contradictions within the 
apartheid regime. 

Staffers run the Weekly Mail as a cooperative, with any 
reporter becoming a shareholder after one year. It includes 
both blacks and whites among its readers and staff members. 
But despite its best efforts, the Mail is also caught in South 
Africa’s black/white media divide. 

The Mail survives financially by the skin of its teeth. Staff 
salaries are low, the freelance budget is minuscule and it 
faces the constant threat of government closure. 

Advertising is a constant problem, with major companies 
and even many smaller businesses shying away from the 
Mail’s unabashed anti-apartheid stand. Ironically, Shell Oil 
takes out one or two full-page ads each week, proclaiming its 
opposition to apartheid — and justifying its failure to divest 
its South African holdings. 


damental issue of the paper’s audience. 

The Mail circulates mostly among Johannesburg’s 
white intellectuals. While there are no accurate figures, staf- 
fers estimate blacks make up 10 to 30 percent of the 35,000 
total readership. It has limited possibilities for expanding cir- 
culation among whites because the vast majority continue to 
support minority rule. 

It could attract many more black readers by providing more 
black community coverage, but most white advertisers aren’t 
interested in reaching the black community. So for financial 
survival, the Mail must continue a substantial circulation 
among whites. The Mail staff wrestles with black/white divi- 
sions in the related issues of coverage and staffing. 

“The white liberals who run the Mail,’’ said one black 
staffer who requested anonymity, ‘‘can’t make up their 
minds who their readers are. We write stories about the black 
townships, but the editors say readérs won’t be interested. 
They mean white readers.”’ 

But the Mail does cover developments in the townships. In 
June it broke an excellent story about Sowetan high school 
students boycotting midterm exams. Black reporter 
Thandeka Gqubule impersonated a student, went into the 
classroom and reported on the government’s efforts to break 
the boycott at any costs. 

For black reporters, that was just one story. They want to 
see more and better coverage of black people. Black staffers 
also complain that there are only three full-time black 
reporters on the paper. Recently the Mail has hired ten new 
black cadets (reporter interns) in an affirmative action effort. 

As more black reporters come on staff, the differences 
about coverage and readership will have to be resolved. 

Both black and white reporters stressed, however, that the 
Mail must survive and continue to grow. It is a vital institution 
in a country with far too few public anti-apartheid voices.

Sources inside the official Compound Q trial 
explain where the government-sponsored 
test went wrong

OR MORE than a week now, 
the AIDS world has been 
gripped by the extraordinary 
news of the high-speed, 
42-patient, four-city under- 
ground trials of CompoundQ, the 
much-touted experimental AIDS drug. 

Nearly forgotten in the swarm of 
publicity: the government-sponsored 
study of Compound Q, now underway 
at San Francisco General Hospital. It 
was frustration at the methods and pace 
of this study that fueled the under- 
ground trials. 

But the official trial remains vitally 
important. If Compound Q is ever to 
make it onto pharmacy shelves, the 
federal government will first have to 
approve the drug — and that approval 
must be based on results from the of- 
ficial trial. 

The enthusiasm about Compound Q, 
also known as trichosanthin, began 
earlier this year. Scientists at General re- 
ported that in the test tube, trichosan- 
thin showed. a unique ability to kill in- 
fected macrophage cells, which serve as 
reservoirs for the AIDS virus, without 
also killing other cells the body needs. 

Now as the excitement about Q rises 
to a fever level, sources inside the of- 
ficial trial have come forward toallowa 
peek behind the curtain of secrecy 
shrouding that study. 

They say the official trial is many of 
the things AIDS activists feared it 
would be: concerned almost exclusively 
with science, rigid in design and 
freighted with bureaucracy. 

However, the researchers insist they 


are moving as quickly as good science 
allows. They say the only way to insure 
that effective, lifesaving treatments are 
developed is to use proven scientific 
procedures. They say that before they 
can begin testing the effectiveness of a 
drug, they must conduct a first-phase 
study to test the drug’s safety. 

But for the 15 patients chosen to par- 
ticipate in the Phase I safety study, this 
trial is, for now, their only shot at the 
potentially life-saving drug. 

As one patient, who requested an- 
onymity, told the Bay Guardian, ‘“‘It’s 
like being in a life-and-death lottery 
. . . but I really don’t feel like I have an 
option.”’ 


N MAY 18th, researchers at 
General announced that 
trichosanthin had> been 
given to the first AIDS pa- 
tient in the safety phase of 
the trial. The entire three-phase, Food 
and Drug Administration-sponsored 
study may take between two and four 
years. Only after it is completed can the 
drug be made widely available. 

On the same day General announced 
the beginning of the trial, the hospital 
declared a news blackout, telling the 
press that researchers would refrain 
from commenting until the safety study 
is completed — in six to nine months. 

The announcement was not surpris- 
ing. Scientists traditionally conduct 
such studies in the quiet rectitude of 
their labs. 

But in the unusual world of AIDS, 
many of the rules of traditional science 
are being bent, if not broken, as 
demands for access to experimental 
drugs grow louder. 
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That’s part of the reason why, 
despite the news blackout, sources are 
willing to talk about the official trial of 
Compound Q. 

One of those sources, a patient in the- 
study who, for this story, will be called 
Patient Q, says the official trial’s strict 
scientific design severely limits patient 
access to trichosanthin. 

Patient Q said the San Francisco 
General Hospital researchers running 
the trial want to give patients greater ac- 
cess to the drug, but are constrained by 
the FDA. 

A trial researcher told Patient Q that 
the federal agency overseeing the study 
won’t let any patient get more than a 
single-dose intravenous injection of the 
drug during Phase I. 

For the nine patients brought into 
the latter part of the safety trial, the 
single dose may be strong enough to 
help them, Patient Q said. But the first 
six patients, who get low doses, may be 
out of luck. 

Another source, however, said the 
researchers at General bear as much 
responsibility for the trial design’s 
restrictions as the FDA. Because of the 
secrecy surrounding the trial, it’s 
unclear which account is correct. 

Brad Stone, a spokesman for the 
FDA, said he could not answer ques- 
tions about the trial. ‘That information 
is regarded as proprietary and by law we 
cannot comment,”’ he said. 

Dr. Paul Volberding, principal in- 
vestigator of the study, also refused 
comment, through a spokeswoman. 

What is clear is that the designers of 
the trial at General have followed the 
standard approaches long accepted for 
safety trials. But Dr. Larry Waites, one 
of the physicians in charge of the un- 
derground Q trials, said the official 
trial’s ‘‘traditional and rigid’’ design 
was one of the prime reasons activists 
began the unapproved program. 

“The whole way we respond to an 
epidemic has to be rethought. You need 
to think of creative ways to be speedy in 
drug development while still being 
safe,’’ Waites told the Bay Guardian. 

Specifically, Waites said he believes 
that in the emergency created by the 
epidemic, the safety and effectiveness 
phases can sometimes be combined. He 
said this is possible for Compound Q, 
partly because of the extensive ex- 
periences Chinese doctors have had 


using the drug to induce abortions and 
treat cancer. 

Patient Q said the official study’s 
restrictions ‘‘make you feel just like a 
guinea pig’’ because the researchers 
“tell you, ‘don’t expect to get much 


* benefit [from the drug]; this trial is just 


>” 


for science. 

In the safety phase of a trial, re- 
searchers have traditionally not con- 
cerned themselves with a drug’s effec- 
tiveness. But in this case, some patients 
— who feel they have no alternative — 
hope the dose they get will make a dif- 
ference for them. 

Dr. Donald Abrams, General’s 
assistant director of AIDS activities, in- 
sisted “‘it’s a myth in the community 
that safety trials are treatment.’’ 

But he said pressure from the AIDS 
community has, in other trials, forced re- 
searchers to continue giving experimental 
drugs to patients long after their active 
participation in the trial was over. 

AIDS activists, however, hold out 
little hope that community pressures 
can alter the official Q trials. 


If Patient Q’s single dose is ineffec- © 


tive, there will be a wait of at least three 
to six months to get another dose, when 
the trial moves into the Phase II effec- 
tiveness study. 

The researches have told Patient Q 
it’s their ‘“‘stated purpose’’ to give 
additional doses during the effec- 
tiveness study but that they ‘‘can make 
no guarantees.’” 

But Patient Q may not have time to 
wait. ‘‘AZT hasn’t been working for a 
long time,’’ Patient Q said, explaining 
a belief that a two-year period of good 
health may soon end. 

If General fails to make the drug 
available, Patient Q said, ‘‘there’s no 
question that I would try to get into the 
underground trials.’’ 


ESPITE THE pessimism 

about the effect of communi- 

ty pressure on the official 

federal study, sources say 

researchers have sped up the 

safety trials — it now appears drug ad- 

ministration may end Sept. Ist, two or 

three weeks ahead of schedule. Trial 

participants also said they’re heartened 

that researchers have accelerated the 

dosage increases they’re giving newly 
enrolled patients.

DID NBC BREAK IT’S PROMISE? 


HE WELL-LAID plans of 

AIDS activist Martin Delaney 

were waylaid June 26th when 
NBC News science correspondent 
Robert Bazelle broke the story of 
the underground trial of the promis- 
ing AIDS drug, Compound Q, 

Delaney, who organized the 
underground trial, said Bazelle 
had violated an agreement not to 
release the story prematurely. 
Bazelle’s decision to air the story 
was “‘an unethical breach”’ of their 
“oral agreement,”’ Delaney said. 

+ Delaney made his remarks at a 
press conference June 28th — but to 
date, the local news media has not 
picked up the story. 

According to Delaney, Bazelle, 
along with Frank Browning of Na- 
tional Public Radio and the 
Chronicle’s Randy Shilts, were 
granted special access to people 
and information involved in the 
underground trial. : 

In exchange, he said, the 
reporters had agreed to hold their 
stories until Delaney gave them the 
go-ahead, most likely when defini- 
tive results from the trial were avail- 
able in July or August. 

In a phone interview from New 
York, Bazelle said, *‘I don’t believe 
I violated any agreement with 
Martin Delaney. I think I obtained 


the story through normal jour- 
nalistic procedures.’’ 

- When asked several times 
whether he had, in fact, made an 
agreement to hold off on the story, 
Bazelle would only repeat that he 
didn’t believe he had violated any 
deal. Shilts and Browning both said 
they had made the agreements with 
Delaney in order to get aspects of 
the story that would otherwise not 
be available. 

NPR’s Browning said when he 
and Bazelle had met while taping 
patients in Los Angeles, Bazelle 
assured him he was also working 
under an agreement with Delaney to 
hold the story. 

Brownirig told the Bay Guardian 
that Bazelle ‘‘made it clear to me 
that we were not in the business of 
scooping one another.’’ 

Bazelle said he had part of the 
story before he-went to Delaney, al- 
though he acknowledged that the 
AIDS activist gave him access to in- 
formation he did not have, including 
the opportunity to film scenes he 
showed on his NBC report, depicting 
San Francisco doctors infusing pa- 
tients with Compound Q, 

Bazelle said he broke the story in 
part because of the death of Robert 
Parr. His report covered most of 
what is now familiar ground: Parr, 


slow increase in the dosage levels, a 
medical source said. 

Researchers began by giving the first 
set of three patients just one microgram 
of the drug per kilogram of their weight. 
The next set of patients were to receive 
three micrograms, the next six, and so 
on, until a toxic level was reached. 

But a medical source said the dosage 
levels have now been increased to a 
sequence of one, eight, 16, 32 and 
finally 64. By contrast, the under- 
ground doctors are giving each patient 
three 17-microgram. doses over a 
three-week period. 

The trial design remains restrictive, 
however, by apparently limiting the type 
of AIDS patients accepted to those with- 
out active opportunistic infections. 

“Basically we’re looking for some- 
body with a 20 percent chance of dying in 
ayear who is perfectly healthy now,” said 
a medical source familiar with the trial. 


ITTING IN a comfortable 
dining room with an expansive 
view of the city, Patient Q re- 
flected on the fears and frustra- 
tions the’drug trials create. 

“It’s like playing Russian roulette, and 
you lose no matter which way the gun is 
pointed. If you get chosen for a drug that 
doesn’t work and you give up AZT, you 
lose. If you get chosen for a drug with ter- 
Tible toxic effects, you may die,’’ Pa- 
tient Q explained. 

The Q trial requires patients on AZT to 
stop taking the anti-AIDS drug for three 
weeks before they get trichosanthin, 
sources said. 

Patient Q lambasted the Volberding 
trial as ‘“‘too goddamn slow of a process. I 
like the Levin method — quick and 
dirty,’’ referring to the other doctor con- 
ducting the city’s underground Com- 
pound Q trials. 

Nonetheless Patient Q’s involvement 
in the official trial has proceeded too far 
to attempt an abrupt switch to the un- 
derground trial. Besides, Patient Q says, 
““My doctor prefers the official trial, and 
I hear Levin’s trial is winding down.”’ 

Still, Patient Q speaks excitedly about 
trichosanthin, saying news of the under- 
ground trial has only heightened hope. 

“Oh, yes, yes. My hope has not de- 
creased, that’s for sure.’” |

a San Francisco patient, had died 
while participating in the 
42-patient, four-city unauthorized 
trial of a version of Compound Q 
smuggled in from China. 

But at the time the Bazelle story 
broke, the news was anything but 
familiar, and it created a swarm of 
public attention. Immediately after 
Bazelle broke the story, most media, 
including the Chronicle and Exam- 
iner, followed suit. The timing of the 
story couldn’t have come at a morein- 
opportune moment for researchers 

Trial results wouldn’t be available 
for weeks. It was unclear whether 
the experimental drug had caused 
Parr’s death. Three other patients 
had suffered severe side effects, 
although the remaining patients had 
withstood the treatment well and 
shown some key improvements, ac- 
cording to laboratory tests. 

A few days after the news sur- 
faced, the Food and Drug Adminis- 
ration announced an investigation 
into the clandestine trial. 

Though Browning said he always 
doubted that the agreements 
Delaney had obtained from jour- 
nalists would hold, he said he be- 
lieved the reporters who were 
brought into the story were bound 
by an “‘ethical understanding . . . 
by breaking it in an untimely way, 
you affect the event.’”

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Los Angeles 
Without A Map: 
A Love Story 


By Richard Rayner. Weidenfeld &

HE CITY OF Los Angeles 

seems to taunt nouveau 

pop intellectuals with its 

ready-made allegories of 

screen, sin and the emp- 
tiness of the American Dream. Most 
who’ve attempted to write about it, 
however, have failed to move beyond 
the most superficial cliches of drug 
problems, surfer culture or macrobiotic 
flakiness. And the premise of Los 
Angeles Without a Map — a wimpy 
British writer has an ethical crisis, falls 
in love with a Playboy Bunny, moves to 
L.A. and writes about how weird it is — 
didn’t promise any new breakthroughs 
on the subject. 

Miraculously, Richard Rayner, a 
journalist who’s worked for Granta, 
Time Out and other hip British publica- 
tions, exhibits none of the introspective 
egotism rampant in other would-be 
chroniclers of La La Land. The nar- 
rator is a likable, self-deprecating guy 
who came to California on a whim, 
casting himself in his own com- 
edy/adventure movie. His descriptions 
of the L.A. characters he meets rein- 
force stereotypes of surfers and film 
execs, but are nonetheless fresh and 
hysterically funny. As a Jesus freak 
pool cleaner explains to him, ‘‘You see, 
Richard, we don’t have inclement 
weather here in Los Angeles. God 
understands that we don’t want to han- 
dle it emotionally. So He has given us 
the sun, and He has given us the swim- 
ming pools.”’ Fe 

Despite my most cynical expecta- 
tions; I laughed out loud at least once 
per page. While on the beach, Rayner 
developed a theory about how Los 
Angeles, not Nazi Germany, had given 
the world a master race by attracting 
the strongest and most beautiful peo- 
ple, all hoping to become movie stars. 
Generations of them stayed, interbred, 
ate healthy foods and created the lean, 
tanned, blond creatures that now in- 
habit the beaches. Their knowledge of 
cultures outside their own is astound- 
ingly limited, and they have a hard 


time understanding Richard. When he 
tries to explain to Tom, a lifeguard and 
a big factor in the surf Nazi theory, that 
he doesn’t know how to drive, ‘‘The 
smile vanished from Tom’s face and 
was replaced by an expression of com- 
plete bewilderment. He flicked beads 
of sweat from his forehead with a meaty 
finger. A balloon seemed to rise from 
his skull, with the message: Does not 
drive? A thought occurred to him and 
the smile returned. He said, ‘Say, I 
could give you guys a ride.’ ”’ 

Although Rayner ridicules everyone 
he meets with a deft turn of a phrase, 
the characters aren’t mere jokes. And 
unlike the pointless losers portrayed in 
books like Less than Zero, the people 
Rayner describes humanize the barren 
Los Angeles landscape, making it seem 
rich with a life and culture worth 
reading about. 

The name Los Angeles without a 
Map seems more suitable for a travel 
guide than for ‘‘A Love Story’’ (which 
the subtitle claims it is), but it’s really 
both. Most people in L.A. are a little 
lost in their own movie, and Rayner’s 
tale simply describes how one guy 
found his way around. In the process, 
he shows how to enjoy a trip to Los 
Angeles better than any mere catalog of 
sights and attractions could do.

Two new books from 
Re/Search Publications of San Fran- 
cisco celebrate this union with frank 
looks at the search for extreme sensa- 
tions as a means of transformation and 
as an affirmation of individual freedom. 
The Torture Garden, by Octave 
Mirbeau (which could easily be subti- 
tled ‘‘Sex, Death and Horticulture’’), 
tells the story of a decadent Frenchman 
whose pretensions to debauchery get a 
shock when he takes up with a beautiful 
and eccentric Englishwoman addicted 
to the stimulations of an elaborate 
Chinese torture garden. 

Written in 1899, the work has long 
been out of print, ostensibly because of 
the dizzying depravity of its theme, and 
perhaps also because of its sharp cri- 
tiques of European mores and co- 
lonialism. From the corrupt politician 
who orchestrates the narrator’s pas- 
sage east as a spurious scientist to 
the ship captain whose favorite inven- 
tion is a magical bullet able to kill 12 
Hindus with a single shot to the ex- 
plorer who rates the taste of the flesh of 
the servants he eats while on expedi- 
tions, the Europeans in this book are 
portrayed as crude and corrupt to the 
point of depriving life, as well as death, 
of any exquisite sensation. 

Once in China, the narrator and the 
thrill-seeking Clara take a pleasure trip 
to a prison where cruelty and putre- 
faction are equally matched with the 
surrounding natural beauty. The 
flowers in this garden are extreme in 
their sensuality — no doubt because of 
the rich fertilizer provided by the body 
parts of the unfortunate inmates. 

Flowers, blood — this is classic stuff. 
What makes The Torture Garden so 
haunting is its beautiful evocation of 
things we’ve always known go well 
together but have never encountered so 
delicately expressed. The descriptions 
are the book’s strong point, and the ac- 


companying photos only serve to 
heighten the dreamlike atmosphere. 
Unfortunately, the dialogue suffers 
from a 1930s translation that tends a bit 
toward the sappy — ‘‘Oh, you silly milk- 
sop,’”’ for example, is a repeated ex- 
clamation that quickly loses its charm. 

Despite the book’s reputation as 
“‘sickening’’ and ‘“‘extreme,’’ readers 
might well find it more satisfactory as 
satire than as an exploration of sen- 
suality’s outer limits. Clara and her 
Frenchman never step outside their 
voyeurism to actually experience pain. 
Clara’s shoes are hardly wet from the 
blood of the victims whose deaths she 
so relishes. Little wonder that, rather 
than a true physical emancipation, 
these two suffer the enervating head- 
aches of impotence. 

In contrast to The Torture Garden, 
the most striking thing about the peo- 
ple interviewed in Re/Search’s Modern 
Primitives (besides their appearance, of 
course) is how healthy it all seems. The 
book is a fascinating look, complete 
with pictures, at people who choose to 
modify their bodies through tattooing, 
piercing and scarification. 

Behind the myriad ornamentations 
these people sport is the common 
theme of personal transformation and 
growth. When the subjects talk about 
their piercings or the pain involved in 
tattooing, the ideal that emerges is a 
simultaneous anchoring in one’s own 
flesh — the act of claiming one’s body 
for one’s own by modifying it in a signif- 
icant way — and a sudden spiritual 
rush out of the body. The other reason 
these practices seem to be so compelling 
is our lack of modern-day rituals, and 
the shoddy way in which we’re ex- 
pected to make our way through life’s 
transitions. 

Modern Primitives combines frank 
talk about piercing, scarification, tat- 
tooing and other forms of body 
modification with essays about the 
historical and anthropological prec- 
edents for it all. Fascinating chap- 
ters on the tattooing customs of 
Samoa, Micronesia, Borneo and else- 
where are juxtaposed with interviews 
with tattoo greats like Ed Hardy and 
Lyle Tuttle and piercing aficionados 
like Jim Ward. Fakir Musafar, a pros- 
perous ad executive who has squeezed, 
pulled and pierced his body in just 
about every way imaginable, talks 
about the way pain helped him to attain 
certain altered states. 

Not everyone in Modern Primitives, 
however, is intent on following pain to 
mysticism. Much of the ‘‘work’’ shown 
in the book is for the purpose of in- 
creasing pleasure. Granted, many peo- 
ple are going see pierced genitals and 
nipples as more painful than otherwise, 
but after reading enough accounts of 
enhanced erogenous zones and better 
sex, you have to admit that these people 
have found something. 

Pics in Modern Primitives are ex- 
plicit and not for the overly squeamish. 
Some, however, are not to be missed, 
such as the one of sailor Sid Diller, a 
tattoo and piercing enthusiast who 
proudly displays a penis rumored to 
have more than 50 steel piercings. One 
can only imagine the scene at an airport 
metal detector.

The Russia 
House 


By John le Carre. Alfred A. Knopf, 353 
pages, $19.95. 


/EOPLE ARE OF two minds 
when it comes to summer 
reading. One group wants to 
read books that meander along, never 


demanding too much thought or cap- 
turing too much attention (so they can 
easily be put down for that softball 
game or a wee nap). The other group 
wants a totally captivating, exhilarating 
and consuming tome, the longer the 
better, to prevent any inroads by the 
mundane existence around them. 

My tastes run toward the latter, 
although I enjoy a snoozer as much as 
anyone. Luckily, book publishers in 
this country (and what an insightful lot 
they are) have provided ample ex- 
amples of both types to keep all sorts of 
readers happy this summer. 

John le Carre’s latest novel, The 
Russia House, is definitely of the 
can’t-put-it-down variety, and it’s 
great. I think all le Carre books are 
great, but this one is even better 
because it’s contemporary. Not only 
does it takes place in the mid-to-late 
’80s, but there’s a fresh atmosphere not 
apparent in any of le Carre’s earlier 
works (especially in the dark and dank 
Cold War mysteries that made him an 
international lion). 

This time around, a good-natured, 
over-educated, alcoholic British pub- 
lisher becomes embroiled in a typically 
twisted plot of espionage and idealism. 
He meets a beautiful modern Soviet 
woman (she has a job and kids and no 
husband), and the two of them play out 
the wildest dreams of British and Amer- 
ican intelligence agents against a back- 
drop of a perestroika-struck Soviet 
Union and a Thatcherized England. 

Le Carre hasn’t lost any of his bite 
(one of his characters wonders if there 
are any American intelligence officers 
without hair between their toes), but he 
seems to have taken a long vacation (he 
did spend months in the Soviet Union 
researching this book). Instead of grim 
encounters in dewy parks, he now 
writes of picnics (with children!) on 
sunny stream banks. 

The Russia House still has plenty of 
chases and dry, embittered British spies 
seeking to best all enemies for Queen 
and country, but we’re also introduced 
to a new breed of le Carre heroes and 
zeroes — the ‘‘new Soviets.’’ Le Carre 
almost waxes poetic on the strength 
and endurance of the newly vitalized 
Soviet society. No doubt some of his 
more hawkish fans will be dismayed. 

As in any good thriller, and especially 
in le Carre’s novels, the tension 
mounts inexorably in the last third of 
the book. I guarantee there is no game 
or meal good enough to tear you away 
from The Russia House.

Heart Songs and 
Other Stories 


By E. Annie Proulx. Charles Scribner's 
Sons, 151 pages, $16.95. 


ET IN FICTIONAL Chopping 
County in rural Vermont, many 
of the 11 stories in Heart Songs 
juxtapose modern outsiders who want 
to learn some rural secrets against the 
stalwarts of the local towns, who are 
often less than willing to tell any. Proulx 
plays this sort of tension well, and any- 
one who’s ever lived in or visited the 
area will recognize the looks on the 
faces and the evasive dialogue. Proulx’s 
prose is rich with description, giving us 
a familiarity with the characters’ 
routines and habits, but not so thick as 
to get in the way of her telling. 
In the title story, Snipe is somewhat of 
a lost soul, planning his next move with 
the romanticism of a storybook char- 
acter. His latest idea is to ‘‘play his guitar 
in rural night spots, cinder-block build- 
ings on the outskirts of town filled with 
Saturday night beer drunks and bad 
music.” To achieve this he’s hooked up

through a newspaper ad with a rural 
family that plays together each Wednes- 
day night. The group is led by Eno 
Twilight — more of arelic than aman — 
who’d rather point with his fiddle bow 
than utter a word of simple advice. 

For the locals in this collection, hunt- 
ing and fishing are both fun and 
necessary, and several stories set you 
right in the middle of the action. The 
weather is cold, the woods are dense and 
the emotions of characters like Banger in 
“Stone City’? and Santee in ‘‘The 
Unclouded Day”’ are locked up tight to 
the prying of questions from outsiders. 
The November woods serve well as a 
vibrant and chilling background for 
Proulx’s revelations. In ‘‘Stone City,”’ 
the well-intentioned new resident wants 
someone to show him the ropes of bird 
hunting. His foot-in-mouth mistake 
concerning the local loudmouth, 
Banger, forces him to hunt alone, but in 
doing so he’s led to a burned-out farm, 
“blackberry brambles boil[ing] out of 
the crumbling foundations,’’ that 
figures heavy in Banger’s past. 

Though haunting in their own way, 
these are not backwoods Texas Chain- 
saw-type horror stories. The horror 
(when it’s there) is a mental one that 
builds slowly, and Proulx builds it well, 
offering hope, if there’s any to be had, 
with caution. Some are slice-of-life fic- 
tion, others cover more ground, but 
each is ultimately concerned with the in- 
ner workings of the soul. Proulx likes 
her nature straight, but writes from the 
perspective of someone who’s grown up 
on the land, not with the weekend 
romanticism of a Sierra Club member. I 
like to picture her as happily at homeina 
pickup, good with a rifle and loving 
“fried bird’’ as much as Banger. This is 
her first collection of stories, many 
previously published in various maga- 
zines, and a rare find for anyone longing 
for a strong dose of hard living with their 
fiction. :

Time Among 
The Maya 


By Ronald Wright. Weidenfeld & 
Nicolson, 400 pages, $22.95. 


ae. HE TITLE OF this book led me 
to believe it would be an ex- 
ploration of a people usually 
and mistakenly thought of as being 
long dead, existing now only in carv- 
ings on stone pyramids. The first few 
pages strengthen this conviction, as the 
author, Ronald Wright, introduces us 
to Ignacio Ek, the first Maya he ever 
met. Born in 1910, Ek guards pyramids 
he discovered while hunting and talks 
about the small, independent Mayan 
states that existed up until the 20th cen- 
tury, and their wars with the British and 
with Confederate Americans. It sounds 
exciting — the uncovering of a “‘lost’’ 
culture that’s quite alive today. 

However, as Wright embarks on the 
journey detailed in this volume, what 
he actually focuses on makes possible a 
second, more scholarly interpretation 
of the title: the concept of time ameng 
the Maya. Wright, an archaeologist by 
training, spends most of his time climb- 
ing up pyramids and musing on the 
complex Mayan calendar, which con- 
tains cycles large enough to encompass 
the beginning of the universe. He heads 
many of his entries with Mayan dates 
and their symbolism. 

In this aspect, as in his discussions 
of ancient and recent history of the 
areas where Mayas live (Belize, 
Guatemala, Chiapas and the Yucatan 
Peninsula in Mexico), Wright is 
educational and captivating. The 
same scholarly habits that prompt him 
to add footnotes and a list of reference 


books permit him to string together 
many disparate sources into cohesive 
storylines and concise explanations of 
the ancient cultures and concepts. 

Unfortunately, the book’s flaws 
become obvious when the narrative 
turns to the present. Wright is un- 
ashamed of his prejudice against 
latinos (white Latin Americans of 
Spanish descent), whom he equates 
with the ruling classes. He refers to 
them almost exclusively in negative 
terms, eschewing the idea of a true 
mestizaje, a melding of Indian and 
Spanish ideas and cultures into a 
unified whole. He also ignores the fact 
that there are poor whites, dismissing 
the comment of a Guatemalan working 
in an organization to help the poor, 
who says, ‘‘Foreigners are always con- 
cerned about the Indians, as if all that 
matters is folklore. Justice should not 
be reserved for those with pretty clothes 
and quaint customs.” 

Worse, for all his discussion of the 
hardiness and diversity of the Mayas, 
Wright doesn’t let them speak for 
themselves. Only in the last part of the 
book does the reader hear people with 
Mayan blood talk about themselves 
and the knowledge they keep alive. 
Were the book more populated with 
these Mayan voices, it would have been 
a sound achievement. As it is, it leaves 
the reader hungering for a more intimate 
knowledge of these forgotten people.

The Midnight 
Examiner

Mifflin, 227 pages, $17.95. 


premise and contains a ridicu- 

lous, implausible plot line with 
shallow, predictable characters and 
some truly atrocious jokes, The Mid- 
night Examiner isn’t half bad. 

The story begins with our hero (more 
or less), Howard Halliday, editor of the 
numerous sleazy tabloids produced 
each week by Chameleon Publications, 
arriving at work to learn he has been 
sued yet again, this time for a mere 
million dollars. He brushes the legal 
papers aside, washes a handful of caf- 
feine tablets down with his morning 
coffee and begins to peruse the material 
for next week’s editions — ‘‘photo- 
graphs, of atrocities, anomalies of 
birth both human and animal, and 
other bits and pieces of life that come 
an editor’s way .... Photographers 
frequently risked their life to get such 
shots, and I, in turn, paid them as little 
as I could.” 

His reverie is interrupted by his pub- 
lisher, Nathan Feingold, who is practic- 
ing with a blowgun on the wall of the 
next office. Before long, Howard, 
Nathan, the recently ordained Cardinal 
Crumpacker (editor of Chameleon’s 
newest product, Prophecy magazine) 
and a host of other assorted weirdos 
wind up assaulting the home fortress of 
a local mafia kingpin who has kid- 
napped a nude model named Mitzi. 

There’s also a Haitian voodoo 
priestess, a demented painter, a brief 
and twisted romantic interlude, a cross- 
bow, many poison darts and very little 
of anything that seems to relate to the 
world of tabloid sleaze publishing ex- 
cept a lot of headlines (‘‘Too Late I 
Learned Her Head Came to a Point’’) 
that appear out of nowhere every now 
and then. 

Don’t expect The Midnight Ex- 
aminer to give you an incisive inside 
look at the folks who publish your 
favorite supermarket reading (one 
gathers that the author’s “‘research’’ 
was rather limited). But the story moves 
fast and furious, and it’s entertaining 
more often than not. With three or four 
gin and tonics to keep your attention 
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span intact, it’s a fine way to waste a 
summer afternoon.

The City, Not 
Long After 


By Pat Murphy. Doubleday, 244 pages, 
$17.95. 


HEN PUBLISHERS send 
us review copies of local 
books by local authors, I 


tend not to read them. More often than 
not their appeal is strictly regional. But 
Pat Murphy’s The City, Not Long 
After is good enough to be on the short 
list anywhere in the country. In San 
Francisco it should be at the very top of 
that list. 

Murphy is a very skilled writer, with 
a clean, gentle prose style. She has 
received the Nebula Award for both 
her short fiction and her second novel, 
The Falling Woman. With this, her 
third novel, she manages to capfure 
more than anyone else I’ve ever read 
the blend of diversity, creativity, 
wonder and just a touch of magic that 
makes San Francisco distinct. 

The story takes place several years 
after a plague has wiped out all but one 
in 1,000 people. The survivors in San 
Francisco are an odd bunch of in- 
dividuals, many of whom would have 
been misfits before the plague. One 
survivor thinks he is a machine and 
builds others like him; another has 
moved into the library, where he 
spends his life doing research. 

Since the survivors live off the food 
and clothing left by the dead, they are 
free to pursue art, poetry or whatever 
impulses move them. One resident 
builds a wind harp outside City Hall 
and another organizes a massive effort 
to paint the Golden Gate Bridge blue. 
They have no true government, and 
make decisions at town meetings. The 
buffalo have formed free-roaming 
herds and the creeks have sprung back 
up through the sidewalks. 

But this idyllic existence is threatened 
by an invading army from Sacramento, 
led by a general who covets the resi- 
dents’ supplies, fears their freedom and 
wants to rebuild the old nation. To sur- 
vive, the residents find creative ways to 
fight that include tagging the invading 
soldiers they could have killed. Ghosts, 
wolves, an angel, the fog and the city 
itself come to their aid. 

In a purely political sense, the battle 
is between an anarchistic community 
and a totalitarian dictatorship. But in 
another sense, it’s between people who 
believe in art, ghosts, nature, tolerance, 
magic and freedom and those who 
don’t. It’s a battle many fight every day.

Spider Woman’s 
Granddaughters 


Edited by Paula Gunn Allen. Beacon 
Press, 226 pages, $19.95. 


HAT IS THE defining 

essence of a literature pro- 

duced by an ethnic or racial 
group? Whether black, latino or Native 
American, individuals who are part of 
these groups are as different from each 
other as they are from those of dif- 
ferent backgrounds. Often anthologies 
of various writers within one group try 
to define the group aesthetic by present- 
ing its many aspects and manifesta- 
tions, but at the risk of providing a 
definition so vague as to be no defini- 
tion at all. 

After reading Spider Woman’s 
Granddaughters, an anthology of 
writing by Native American women, I 
have many more questions than 
answers about Native American 
aesthetics — thoughts more like hunches 
than certainties. I’m grateful for 


Paula Gunn Allen’s introductions to 
each story, which place them geograph- 
ically, temporally and symbolically 
among the recurring motifs and 
characters used by the various tribes. 
Some stories, like ‘‘The Warrior 
Maiden” and ‘‘The Woman Who Fell 
From the Sky,” relate traditional 
stories and creation myths. Others are 
contemporary stories by modern-day 
authors, including the now-main- 
stream Louise Erdrich. 

Readers can see the delicate balance 
being worked out between placing the 
emphasis on community or individual, 
cycles or linearity, open or closed struc- 
tures — a balance between the oral 
traditions of Native Americans and the 
necessary intrusion of European 
values, at the very least represented by 
the fact that these are written stories, 
most written originally in English. 

To me, some of the stories fail as 
literature, but that brings up the 
question of whether they should be 
judged as literature. If they’re not 
literature, what are they? Cultural 
documents? These questions are 
healthy, because they force the reader to 
re-evaluate literary assumptions. 

Theory aside, many of the stories in 
this volume are beautiful in the way 
they translate a worldview alien to most 
of us, with its particular ideas and 
language, expressions and metaphors. 
The book doesn’t tell us everything 
about Native American literature by 
women, but no one book could hope to 
do that. As an introduction or sampler, 
it’s a great way to start.

Goldwyn 


By A. Scott Berg. Alfred A. Knopf, 555 
pages, $24.95 


raphy of film pioneer Samuel 

Goldwyn may not be as thrilling 
as LeCarre’s latest, but it’s plenty in- 
teresting. Goldwyn is the perfect choice 
for an autobiography — dynamic, ter- 
rifying, pathological and a continuing 
mystery. Berg does a terrific job pre- 
senting Goldwyn’s many facets in the 
context of the rapidly changing and 
cutthroat environment that was early 
Hollywood. 

Goldwyn began life with a different 
name in a different country. His suc- 
cesses, and those of his peers in Holly- 
wood (many of whom shared similar 
backgrounds), are all the more 
fascinating because they were made 
without any connections with and for- 
mal indoctrination into the clubby at- 
mosphere of American big business in 
the early years of this century. 

Goldwyn displayed unique and 
disturbing tendencies early on in life. 
Part of his charm (such as it was) and 
part of the reason this book is such a 
delight is the constant and unwavering 
certainty in Goldwyn’s mind that he 
was a true visionary. Berg presents 
Goldwyn as a man consumed by these 
visions as well as by a continuing fear of 
failure. The combination proves dif- 
ficult to resist. 

The bulk of Berg’s story centers on 
Goldwyn, but because he was such a 
force and meddler in the shaping of 
Hollywood and the American motion 
picture industry, it’s also a story of the 
changes in the way the world came to 
perceive itself. 

Chaplin, Mayer, Bow, Pickford — 
these names and more of their ilk fill the 
pages as the burgeoning film industry is 
captured in Berg’s concise descrip- 
tions. Goldwyn’s enemies distinctly 
outnumbered his foes (which naturally 
makes for a far more interesting tale), 
but even some of the most ardent anti- 
Goldwyn forces (Mary Pickford 
wouldn’t speak to him for most of the 
years they were on the United Artists 
board together) recognized and saluted 
his talent. 

Samuel Goldwyn is the prototypical 
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movie director. He created the image of 
the film director in riding breeches 
(they served no real purpose). His 
temper tantrums are still legendary — 
most likely the notorious tempers of 
stars and directors since Goldwyn un- 
consciously harken back to his 
atrocious behavior, taken as a trait of 
true genius. Berg captures all the anger, 
energy, dirt and glory of one of 
America’s most memorable and suc- 
cessful characters. 

Take this book along on your next 
weekend and impress the hell out of 
your friends with the myriad sketches 
of some of the most recognizable 
names and faces in American history. 
You may sometimes nap while reading 
it, but ’ll guarantee your dreams will 
be about Hollywood circa 1935.

The Beginner’s 
Book of Dreams 


By Elizabeth Benedict. Bantam Books, 
325 pages, $8.95 (paperback). 


the outset: The Beginner’s Book 

of Dreams is not a primer on the 
interpretation of dreams. This novel, 
now out in paperback, is about one 
woman’s struggle to get out from under 
the burden of a dysfunctional family. 

One night I read a couple of pages 
aloud to a friend. He quickly lost in- 
terest, saying that it was a ‘‘women’s 
novel,’’ about the things women think 
about. Now I’m certainly not going to 
say that no self-respecting red- 
blooded male would enjoy this book, 
but it does have a definite female bent. 
The protagonist, Esme, displays traits 
thought to be typical of women, par- 
ticularly women with backgrounds 
similar to Esme’s. 

This background includes an ab- 
sentee father constantly on the lookout 
for the one scheme that’s going to pullin 
the big bucks. It also includes her 
mother, Georgia, a beautiful, charming 
alcoholic who is looking for her “knight 
at the end of t'.e tunnel.” In the mean- 
time, Georgia | Ils the void with abusive 
or useless men and lots of liquor. 

Unwittingly, Esme follows her 
mother’s pattern, developing obsessions 
for unattainable men she barely knows 
while regardins the men who care about 
her as prac ° »yfriends, filling in time 
until real love .. alks in the door. 

Esme exh’ its other classic by- 
products of her upbringing. As a child 
she’s overweight and precocious, to 
compensate for her parents’ immaturity. 
As a young woman she has low self- 
esteem, with no faith in her intellect, 
her looks or her talent as a photog- 
rapher, despite the fact that others are 
impressed with it. 

At times Esme’s inability to recog- 
nize her own worth can be frustrating. 
It’s a tribute to author Benedict’s talent 
both that this frustration arises and 
that the reader likes Esme despite it, 
and hopes for her eventual release from 
victimhood. 

Women as victims is not a new 
theme, but Benedict handles it with 
skill. She avoids being strident, preachy 
or hackneyed — in fact, the subtlety of 
her writing counterpoints her message 
about the insidiousness and invisible ef- 
fects of alcoholism and an unstable 
family life on a young girl’s psyche.

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On The Golden 
Porch 


By Tatyana Tolstaya. Alfred A. Knopf,

more with her great-granduncle 
Leo Tolstoy than the family 
name. She too is a writer of wit and 
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perception, with a knack for revealing 
the hopes and delusions of the human 
heart. On the Golden Porch, her first 
volume of short stories to appear in the 
United States, is a wonder. 

Many of Tolstaya’s characters yearn 
for something they can never have — a 
common condition in Russian litera- 
ture and drama. In these stories, ably 
translated by Antonina W. Bouis, delu- 
sion leads inevitably to disillusionment 
— and also to an incorrigible, almost 
perverse sense of aliveness. 

The lonely, nerdy young clerk in 
“‘Peters’’ moons over beautiful young 
women who barely acknowledge his ex- 
istence, and ends up marrying someone 
a lot like his bossy grandmother. In 
“The Fakir,’’ a woman escapes her 
drab, dispiriting life by visiting a man 
she thinks of as glamorous. In the end 
she realizes he’s an imposter, with an 
existence no more glamorous than her 
own. And in ‘‘The Circle,’’ aman of 60 
wanders aimlessly through the bleak 
winter streets while his wife is getting 
her hair done. Everything he sees re- 
minds him of his own mortality and a 
long-lost lover named Isolde. 

Each tale has the feeling of a reverie, 
a daydream, a hallucination encoded 
with vivid details. In a produce market 
Tolstaya makes you see ‘“‘the black 
dome of radish, the monstrous white 
nerve of horseradish, the secret potato 
cities.’? She recalls childhood as ‘“‘a 
garden. Without end or limit, without 
borders and fences, in noises and rus- 
tling, golden in the sun, pale green in 
the shade, a thousand layers 
thick....’’ And ‘‘The White Sheet,”’ 
the book’s most fantastic and disturb- 
ing tale, details the spectacle of a de- 
pressed man who decides to have his 
spirit amputated: ‘‘I’m dropping out of 
the game. With magic scissors I will cut 
the enchanted ring and go outside.’” 

The 13 stories in On the Golden 
Porch are dense pieces of thought 
music, and are best read savoringly, 
slowly, just one or two at a sitting. 
Throughout, Tolstaya renders the 
ecstatic and the absurd with equal clarity. 
Her kinship with Tolstoy, Chekhov 
and other masters of the Russian short 
story is obvious, but she is peeling back 
the Russian soul in her own time.

the true photographer. Nar- 

rative, dull narrative, of in- 
terest only to those who sit or stand at 
the frames’s center or lurk at its edges 
trying to squeeze themselves into the pic- 
ture is what the chronicler of the family 
hopes to preserve.’’ 

This statement, made by the photog- 

-rapher who tells the story of the Van 
Fleet family in John Hawkes’ novel 
Whistlejacket (recently released in pa- 
perback), would seem to indicate that 
this story won’t be told through narra- 
tive. Indeed, images do dominate the 
novel — images of horses and women, 
both in paintings and in photographs. 

Fashion photographs are painstak- 
ingly described to show us how light and 
form are manipulated to have the de- 
sired effect on us, the viewers. Yet, as the 
trick is revealed, it works on us still. Fas- 
cination with women’s lips or bottoms is 
transformed into a desire for the pro- 
duct being sold, but we don’t care. 

A section on the English painter 
George Stubbs shows us a different 
kind of fascination with flesh. Stubbs 
makes his paintings work by dissecting 
horses and dead pregnant women, 
making the image live by painting it 
from the inside out.

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Whistlejacket, a gargantuan horse 
painted by Stubbs, is at the center of the 
story, a sort of paradigm. Here, all 
horses are large and not nearly as gentle 
and tame as some of us city dwellers 
might imagine. They jump on roofs, 
throw riders and stomp on them and 
even become an instrument for murder. 

The horses are a natural part of a 
storyscape of fox hunts and manor life 
that is anything but genteel. The Van 
Fleet men (excluding the photog- 
rapher-narrator, Michael, who’s a 
foster son) are womanizers and some- 
times cruel. The women are either per- 
verse or victimized, from the mistress 
of the house and her daughters to the 
master’s live-in mistress and the maids. 

It’s difficult to pin any character 
down in this book, least of all the nar- 
rator who dislikes narrative, no matter 
how much he seems to tell us about 
himself. But the images we get of all of 
them, and of other people and places, 
are full of vivid sensuality, and they 
leave us with a jumble of indelible im- 
pressions, like a shoebox full of 
dramatic photographs of a family not 
our own.

Exiles 


Photographs by Josef Koudelka, 
essay by Czeslaw Milosz.

Josef Koudelka’s Exiles, a white- 

haired, black-coated old woman 
heads down a narrow Spanish brick 
street. In anther three men kneel on a 
stone beach, leaning on wooden canes, 
their eye sockets a blank gray haze. In 
still another, a boy in a white angel’s 
costume rides his bike down a cob- 
blestone street. 

Most of the photographs in this, his sec- 
ond book of photographs, were taken 
throughout Eastern and Western Europe 
after Koudelka left his native Czechoslo- 
vakia in 1970. The people and places look 
to be from another era, one far away in 
time from the modern world. Of course, 
many are taken in Europe, where the sur- 
roundings are more imbued with history 
than in the United States. but the images 
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are more like a mind’s. > view of the 
Old Country: worn, sil... faces, streets 
slick with rain and oil, a pair of black 


leather shoes. 

Koudelka’s first book of photographs, 
Gypsies, published in 1975, won acclaim 
for its haunting portraits of European 
gypsy families, a series he worked on 
throughout the ’60s. Once an aeronauti- 
cal engineer, he now resides in Paris as a 
French citizen, and has devoted himself 
entirely to photography. 

In his introductory essay, Lithuanian- 
born poet Czeslaw Milosz — also living in 
exile since 1961 in Berkeley — discusses 
the concept of exile. Milosz emphasizes 
that exile doesn’t just mean a removal 
from one’s country of birth, but also an 
exile from the past — something that all 
of us, as we grow, face in even the most 
minute sense on a daily basis. “‘Memory 
preserves a topography of our past, and 
this dual observance keeps us apart from 
our fellow citizens,’”’ Milosz says. 

Koudelka’s stunning black and whites, 
many with a surreal, grainy-gray haze, 
look to be stills from a dream. This style 
lends a heaviness that, while beautiful, is 
also sad and bleak. But a sad image, 
Koudelka seems to be saying, doesn’t 
necessarily imply an empty one. Is the 
white-haired woman a memory of some- 
one else, or an exile herself? The old 
woman may look lost, forgotten, but 
perhaps her mind is far away, thinking of 
a former life in another time. Maybe she, 
like Koudelka, is living in exile, and 
hasn’t seen the land she grew up in for 
many years. 

Why do we, as viewers through a 


book, see the dirt, the sadness more 
readily? Is it because we are removed 
from the “‘actuality’’? The woman is so 
sad, her face so haggard, and the street, 
too, is black with ‘‘grime.’’ Is this 
“grime” hidden behind every pristine 
memory from our pasts, if we simply 
choose to look that far? So often our lives 
look better in retrospect than they did in 
actuality. Is this good or bad? 

Perhaps that’s why some of Koudel- 
ka’s images are pristine and sunny- 
warm, while others are dark, wet and 
gloomy. Some days we are the remem- 
berers, while on others we may be a 
lovely memory. At any rate, Koudelka’s 
photographs are rich with life, and help 
us to think again about the value of our 
own exiled memories. — KW. 


Songs From 
the Alley 


By Kathleen Hirsch. Ticknor & Fields, 
420 pages, $22.95. 


IE: HE HOMELESS are most 
often referred to as a problem, 
not as people. We realize vaguely 
that they are the refuse of the Reagan 
years, and we think someone should do 
something to get them off the sidewalks 
and out of our vision. Rarely do we 
stop to wonder why a particular 
woman ended up panhandling, much 
less stop to talk to her. 

Kathleen Hirsch, a writing teacher 
and staff writer for the Boston 
Phoenix, spent three years in the com- 
pany of homeless women as a volunteer 
at Boston’s Pine Street Inn shelter. She 
became intimately involved in the lives 
of these women, and reported on her 
findings without attempting to live the 
life of a homeless woman (which she 
says she regards ‘‘more as a guise than 
an enlightening research tool’’). In 
Songs From the Alley she tells the 
stories of two of the women she met, 
whom she calls Amanda and Wendy, 
tracing their histories back to their 
childhood homes. 

It was in those homes, Hirsch points 
out, that homelessness began. Like 
any good reporter, she details the 
evolution of economic factors that con- 
tribute to homelessness — the lack of 
affordable housing, day care and 
reasonable wages for women. But her 
narrative portraits illustrate why some 
women become homeless while others 
manage. What almost all homeless 
women have in common, she finds, is a 
history of physical, sexual and emo- 
tional abuse. They have low personal 
expectations, and as adults repeat the 
abusive relationships of their child- 
hoods, finally looking for some solace 
in a bottle, alone, huddled over a 
heating vent. 

What Hirsch makes clear is that 
homeless women, being women, havea 
much rougher time out on the streets 
than homeless men. She also shows 
how a paternalistic shelter system and its 
sister social services and addiction pro- 
grams do little to improve these 
women’s self-esteem and situation. 
What they need, beyond affordable 
housing and all that, is a community 
where individual supportive solutions 
can be worked out, where they can begin 
to feel safe enough to help themselves. 

Interspersed in Hirsch’s poignant 
narrative about Amanda and Wendy 
are chapters about the 200-year history 
of homelessness and social services in 
Boston. This is interesting stuff, 
describing how institutions for the poor 
had to persist because they created a 
dependent social service industry, but 
seems dry and out of place sandwiched 
between the more narrative chapters. 
Hirsch’s conclusion, too, reads more 
like a policy statement than a story. But 
those are minor flaws in a real feat of 
human reporting — important reading 
for anyone who ever gets asked for 
spare change.

HIS IS A really amusing 
ri business, if you can 
stand the heartbreak,’ 
says Samuel Z. Arkoff 
who, at 71, shows no sign 


of getting out of the movie business. 
Chewing on a usually unlit cigar, he 
looks like the last of the moguls as he 
tells how he and his son Louis are in 
pre-production on two films, one ‘‘for 
amajor’’ and one for their own Arkoff 
International Pictures. 

In 1954 Arkoff and James H. 
Nicholson formed American Releasing 
Corporation, which in 1956 became 
American International Pictures. 
Nicholson’s background was in motion 
picture exhibition and distribution. 
Arkoff was a lawyer, but he’d chosen 
to go to law school in L.A. with an eye 
toward working in the movies one day. 

“Tt was coincidental,’’ Arkoff says, 
“but Jim drove a white car and I drove 
a black car, and those were our func- 
tions in the company.’’ Nicholson was 
the easygoing one while Arkoff cracked 
the whip to keep directors on schedule 
and within budget. 

AIP released 503 films over nearly 
three decades, winning one Academy 
Award — Best Documentary for The 
Eleanor Roosevelt Story (1965). ‘‘We 
thought we’d make money on it when 
we won,” he says, ‘‘but we could only 
get it booked at Hadassah meetings and 
Democratic conventions.”’ He can prob- 
ably tell you the budgets and grosses for 
every picture AIP released — he’s cer- 
tainly full of anecdotes about them. 

Arkoff prefers to shrug off the 
studio’s rare ventures into class pro- 
ductions (e.g., they handled distribu- 
tion of The Pawnbroker for atime) and 
concentrate on what made them 
famous — low-budget genre films, 
mostly aimed at a young audience. 
Eighteen of them will be teamed in triple 
features for a retrospective at the 
Strand Theatre next week, July 8th- 
15th, with Arkoff making a personal 
appearance on Friday the 14th at 8 pm. 

When L used to see Arkoff’s name in 
AIP ads, I would ignore the period 
after his middle initial and read it as 
“‘Zarkoff,”’ a variation on the name of 
Flash Gordon’s scientific sidekick. It 
seemed to fit better with the movies he 
made. 

Hollywood virtually ignored teen- 
agers in the 1950s, Arkoff believes. In- 
stead they made films with aging in- 
genues like Joan Crawford, Barbara 
Stanwyck and Bette Davis, ‘‘who 
you’d never believe were in their 20s.’’ 

Confusing eras just a bit (the series 
ended in 1947), Arkoff describes the 
Andy Hardy films as the typical teenage 
movies of the day. They were morality 
plays in which the father, Lewis Stone, 
“not, by accident a judge,”’ would tell 
Andy (Mickey Rooney) not to do some- 
thing. He’d do it anyway and get into 
trouble. When he would have to admit 
in the end that father knows best, ‘‘the 
audience creamed in their pants,”’ 
Arkoff concludes. 

Having growing children of his own 
at the time, Arkoff would run movies 
for them and their friends at home ‘‘to 
see which they liked.’’ Through his 
primitive marketing techniques he was 
able to detect audience potential for the 
B-movies the industry had written off 
with the advent of television. The 
domino theory applied there, as studios 
were incapable of independent thought. 
“Hollywood is incestuous,’’ Arkoff

says, ‘‘in reality and in fantasy.’’ 

AIP made movies in two weeks on 
miniscule budgets, often re-using the 
same footage in one picture after 
another. For the first few years the 
films were designed to be shown only as 
double-bills. As a rule the title came 
first, then the ad campaign; then they’d 
hire a writer to knock out a script anda 
director to shoot it. 

It was serendipitous that Nicholson 
and Arkoff found their ideal director 
early in the game. Roger Corman came 
to them in 1954 with a movie he’d pro- 
duced, The Fast and the Furious, and 
agreed to let them release it in return for 
money to make another. For years the 
company operated on the principle that 
each picture had to earn enough to pay 
for the next one. 


N 1957, perhaps as a result of 
Arkoff’s market research, AIP 
came out with its first trend-set- 
ting blockbuster, J Was a Teen- 
age Werewolf, starring Michael- 
Landon. The formula of combining old 
plots with young stars was subsequently 
milked by AIP and other studios. 
Corman made more pictures than 
AIP could release, so he started his own 
company, Filmgroup, to handle the 
overflow. As a result, AIP distributed 
only the first (A Bucket of Blood) of his 
1959-60 trilogy of black-comic horror 
films. Filmgroup later merged with 
AIP, so Arkoff wound up with a piece 
of the most valuable of the trio, The 
Little Shop of Horrors. (For the 
record, the third was The Creature 
JSrom the Haunted Sea.) 
AIP went upscale in 1960, producing 
House of Usher in color on a three- 
week shooting schedule and releasing it 


as a single feature. This extravagance 
paid off handsomely and the film 
proved to be the first of 13 the studio 
based — in title if not in plot — on 
works by Edgar Allen Poe. Arkoff still 
looks gleeful at the thought that a 
writer in the public domain could be so 
popular. ‘‘Roger [Corman] did seven 
of the 13 for us,’’ he says; ‘‘then he 
said, ‘I don’t have any more 
variations.’ ”’ 

Beach Party (1963) started another 
trend and extended the careers of 
Frankie Avalon and Annette Funicello 
after their records stopped hitting the 
charts. Arkoff is proud, in these more 
explicit times, of how innocuous they 
were. ‘“‘There was never any sex, no 
smoking, nothing stronger than beer,”’ 
he itemizes. ‘‘No seduction, no drugs 
— thank God.’’ They were popular 
with teenagers, he believes, because no 
parents ever appeared in them. 

The Wild Angels (1966), directed by 
Corman, led to a new cycle of biker pic- 
tures. The following year Corman add- 
ed drugs to the mix and made The Trip in 
time for the Summer of Love. 

AIP lost out on two of the most suc- 
cessful variations on this theme, Billy 
Jack and Easy Rider. ‘‘We had Easy 
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Rider,’’ Arkoff says. ‘‘We worked on 
the script, but then [executive producer 
Bert Schneider] the son of a Columbia 
executive brought it to them and they 
released it. We almost sued.’’ 

In the case of Billy Jack, the half- 
breed hero of the title was introduced 
in a picture called The Born Losers, 
which Tom Laughlin made in 1967 and 
brought to AIP ‘‘in the trunk of his 
car.’’ It earned enough, Arkoff says, 
that ‘‘we put up some money for Billy 
Jack.’’ When Laughlin spent his en- 
tire advance on shooting ‘‘just the 
horse stuff,’’ they sold the picture 
back to him. With Laughlin’s guiding 
and goading it turned into something 
of a phenomenon for Warner 
Brothers in 1971. 

Laughlin started work on a sequel, 
The Trial of Billy Jack. ‘‘That was go- 
ing to be for us,’’ Arkoff claims, “‘but 
Tom decided to do it himself. We were 
pissed off, so we brought out Born 
Losers again with the ad line, ‘The 
Original Billy’ Jack.’ Tom took us to 
court, and the judge said we could do it 
but the ads had to say ‘reissue’ — twice, 
in case part of it got cutoff. . . . Tomis 
not an easy man to get along with.’’ 


RKOFF TELLS a hilarious 
story of a 1969 attempt to 
create an ‘‘art”’ film, De 
Sade. It starred John 
Huston, Lilli Palmer and 
Keir Dullea and was shot in Germany 
by Cy Endfield, an American-born 
director based in England. ‘‘I don’t 
know why we picked him,’’ Arkoff 
says now. Endfield turned out to have 
an aversion to shooting the ‘‘sexy 
scenes’’ the movie required. ‘‘He kept 
putting them off and even went in- 


to the hospital to avoid shooting them. 
Meanwhile the insurance company was 
on our ass because the delay was 
costing them. 

“*T didn’t want to go to Berlin in the 
dead of winter, but I got this underwear 
that was made to be worn in outer 
space, and I went.” After sizing up the 
situation Arkoff asked Huston to 
shoot the remaining scenes, but Huston 
“said he wouldn’t take over from 
another director without permission.”’ 

Arkoff finally got Roger Corman to 
come to Germany under an assumed 
name and finish the film. ‘‘Endfield, 
who’s an arty-farty guy, exploded.’’ As 
for the end result, ‘Jim Nicholson liked 
it,’ Arkoff says. ‘‘I thought it was shit.’’ 
A preview was arranged in New York. 
The film started an hour late, making 
the audience restless. The producer 
gloats as he recalls what happened next: 

“In the first scene Keir Dullea rides 
up on a horse and the horse neighs. 
That night the audience neighed back, 
and we knew what we had.”’ 

Independent filmmaking today is in 
a sorry state, Arkoff says, with one 
company after another filing for bank- 
ruptcy. He attributes this to their mak- 
ing films without knowing whether an 
audience exists for them; to ‘emulating 
the majors”’ by giving wide, expensive 
launches to pictures that don’t merit 
them; and to placing too much hope in 
the video revolution. ‘‘Home video was 
the promise that led to the downfall of 
the independents,”’ he says. For a time 
it seemed a sure way of making money 
on any film that was produced, but it’s 
fallen more and more into a “‘hit’’ men- 
tality with secondary and tertiary titles 
dropping by the wayside. 

Nonetheless, Arkoff has licensed 
“40-some”’ early AIP films from the 
1954-58 period to RCA/Columbia 
Homevideo for release beginning this 
fall. At the urging of the Strand’s Mike 
Thomas he’s giving some of them a last 
theatrical hurrah in mini-retrospectives 
such as the one here next week. 

One of AIP’s claims to fame is hav- 
ing helped launch a number of film 
careers, including those of Francis 
Ford Coppola, Woody Allen, Martin 
Scorcese, Brian De Palma, Jack 
Nicholson, Bruce Dern, Nicolas Roeg, 
Robert Towne, John Milius and Ralph 
Bakshi. In 40 years of lecturing at col- 
leges, Arkoff has seen a change in at- 
titude from students who wanted to 
make films to tell a story or effect social 
change to those motivated purely by 
greed. Today, he says, he’ll tell them, 
“*You’re 22 years old. What the hell 
have you done in your life that’s worthy 
of more than a short subject?’’ a

Q: I’m sure I read in your column 
that homosexual fantasies are 
common among heterosexuals. You 
leave me wondering how common you 
believe this to be. How could anyone 
begin to guess, and howisit that oneisa 
heterosexual if one is aroused by 
homosexual fantasies? 


A: Alfred Kinsey, of the famous 
g Kinsey Report (which is how we 
begin to guess about such things), 
devised a labeling system for fantasies 
and activities that is called, ap- 
propriately enough, the Kinsey Scale. It 
goes from zero to six. Reading from left 
to right (and having nothing to do with 
politics), a zero is a person who is total- 
ly heterosexual in thought and deed 
and a six is a person who is completely 
homosexual. . 

While there are people who fall at 
either end of the scale, the majority of 
folk are, for at least some periods in 
their lives, a one through five — mean- 
ing that whatever the individual’s 
avowed orientation, she or he will 
sometimes fantasize and/or behave 
sexually with a same-sex individual if 
hetero, an opposite-sex individual if 
gay. Because of this human versatility, 
more and more people are choosing to 
call themselves bisexual. 

In his historic research, Kinsey 
assigned rating numbers to his subjects. 
Current researchers often allow these 
ratings to be subjective and conse- 
quently separate out thoughts from ac- 
tivities. A person could then be atwo in 
fantasy and a zero in behavior. As you 
so charmingly put it in your (abridged) 
letter: ‘Orientation is the direction 
you’re facing even if you haven’t taken 
a single step.” 


You had a letter about a love 
g ‘‘V”’ that is similar to my prob- 


_ lem. When I am with one woman I 


worry about the other. They both want 
a monogamous, committed relation- 
ship. They are distinctly different 
otherwise, and I have often wished I 
could roll into a ball the aspects of each 
that I like. A friend suggests that I 
should discontinue both relationships. 
To avoid confusion all around, I’m not 
sleeping with either one, but I would 
sure like more than coffee and conver- 
sation. Is there any way — such as a 
book or thought process — for me to 
figure out definitely if I’m overly 
critical, afraid of commitment, afraid 
T’ll never meet another woman, 
whatever? 


A: The things you list are just 
gw labels, like those in the spate of 
pop-psych books about those who never 
grow up, love too much, come from less 
than ideal families, etc. Essentially, all of 
us do what we want to do, and then try 
to explain it with a theory. 

Take one thing at a time and stay in 
the moment, treating each relationship 
as a separate entity rather than one half 
of a two-pronged problem. Do you 
want to pursue a love affair? Then pur- 
sue that without promising exclusivity. 
If she won’t play on your terms, see 
what you can negotiate; if nothing 
satisfactory, she will then undoubtedly 
break it off. 

Eventually you will either find a 
woman with whom you are willing to be 
exclusive, or one whose requirements 


don’t strike you as confining. 


g [he woman who was disturbed 

w because she had an orgasm dur- 
ing rape should have been told some 
specific examples of anomalous or- 
gasms. A friend of mine happened on 
the scene of a horrible accident, saw a 
severed human limb lying on the 
ground, and he ejaculated. Since the let- 
ter writer seemed to think sexual arousal 
was the only implication that could be 
drawn from her experience, this type of 
story puts things in perspective. 


A mthank you for writing this. I 
wreceived some mail from people 
who were horrified and outraged at me 
for validating this woman’s experience.

Restaurants that serve 
organically grown food 


Are you concerned about what goes 
into the food you eat? After the 
preservatives and colorings in the 
cereal you eat in the morning, the 
BHT in the cold cuts you have for 
lunch and the pesticides on the 
vegetables you have for dinner, are 
you in the mood for a change of 
pace? Well, you can always opt for 
organically grown food, and you don't 
necessarily have to give up eating out 
to do it — even some restaurants 
now serve organically grown or 
raised produce and meats. 

According to the California 
Certified Organic Farmers, which 
conducts the only statewide system 
of verification, ‘‘ ‘organically grown’ 
food is food that has been grown and 
processed without the use of syn- 
thetic fertilizers, pesticides, 
herbicides, preservatives, colorings 
or radiation.’’ Moreover, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture defines beef, 
poultry and other meats that are pro- 
cessed without preservatives as 
“natural” and livestock grown 
without hormones as “residue free.” 
These definitions are useful in finding 
genuine organic restaurants, since 
under law only those foods that fit the 
above definitions can use the above 
labels. 

Unfortunately, organic farming, es- 
pecially in the area of meat produc- 
tion (where, according to CCOF, only 
five ranches in California raise CCOF- 
approved livestock) is still a small 
part of all the agriculture that takes 
place in California. As a result of this 
relative scarcity, few restaurants in 
the Bay Area serve the more 
expensive organically grown foods 
exclusively, and only some have 
some organic foods on their menu. 

The following are restaurants that 
use a significant amount of organi- 
cally grown ingredients beyond the 
use of a few organic vegetables for 
advertising purposes. Except where 
specified, these ingredients haven't 
been approved by the CCOF. None- 
theless, all of the following restau- 
rants do claim to use organic foods 


San Francisco 


Maltese Grill Northern 
Mediterranean cuisine is served to 
the sounds of live piano music at the 
Maltese Grill.

It's hot in Brooklyn's Bedford

black, white and Korean world

LENI SLOAN has an enormous job 
ahead of him. And he could use 
some help. 

Sloan is the enthusiastic, high- 
energy producer of Festival 2000, a 
$2.2 million ‘‘celebration of cultural 
diversity’’ scheduled to explode on 
the San Francisco arts scene from 
Oct. 7-28, 1990. We’re talking major 
jamboree here, with art exhibits, 
theater, dance, performance art, 
music, films and scholarly seminars 
presented throughout the city, and 
major artists like Luis Valdez, Urban 
Bushwomen and the American Indian 
Dance Theatre participating. 

The municipal Hotel Tax Fund 
dreamed up the idea and kicked in 
$500,000 toward the costs. And 
there’s still time for local creators to 
get in on the action. Until July 15th, 
Bay Area multicultural arts groups 
and individual artists of color can ap- 
ply for grants of up to $40,000 to sub- 
sidize a new work for the festival. 

‘*By new we don’t just mean that it 
hasn’t been done before,’’ emphasizes 
Sloan. ‘‘We mean new thinking, new 
forms, new uses of technology, new 
collaborations between artists who’ve 
never worked together before. We 
want people to think in front of 
themselves.’’ 

A nationally known choreographer 
and arts administrator, Sloan came 
back to San Francisco after a long 
hiatus in New York to run Festival 
2000. He calls it ‘‘the first multi- 
ethnic festival to focus entirely on 
original work. Events like the Ethnic 
Dance Festival tend to focus on tradi- 
tional art — they’re reflective rather 
than projective. We want to project 
the impact that multiculturalism is 
having on the American aesthetic now 
and in the future. It’s an ambitious 
thing to do in this time of entrench- 
ment and cultural conservatism.’’ 

Sloan says he still has a few sheckels 
to raise from corporate and private 
sponsors for the festival. And, in a city 
where arts politics can be as fractious 
as electoral politics, he acknowledges 
that building bridges between minority 
arts groups and the “‘major”’ institu- 
tions is a real challenge. 

But he’s confident that the money 
will come in, and the politics will be 
ironed out. In fact, the only thing 
bothering Sloan at the moment is the 
failure of local artists to dream big. 
He says many of the proposals he’s 
received for new works have been dis- 
appointingly ‘‘safe.’’ 

“‘We want artists to think across 
the boundaries of their neighbor- 
hoods,”’ he says. ‘‘Too often people 
box themselves into a corner, they 
aren’t daring enough. We’re looking 
for ideas that will catapult artists and 
their work forward. We’re looking for 
quality and vision. We’re ready to 
shock people.”’

OR DAVID BRIAN, rock’n’roll was 
an addiction, but his new band brings 
him closer to his true fixation. The 
acoustic basis of his new trio The David 
Brian Fixation allows the former Blue 
Movie guitarist to strip away rock’n’roll theatrics 
and focus his music more directly on his powerful 
songwriting: ‘‘Ever since I was 13, I’ve written and 
played songs on my acoustic guitar. I really love 
playing electric guitar but this is what I do best.’’ In 
the Fixation his voice and his intricate fingerpicking 
are supported only by Robert Davis’s modest drum- 
ming and ex-Dead Kennedys bassist Klaus Fluoride’s 
tastefully phrased improvisations. 

When Brian shed his electric guitar and left Blue 
Movie last year, San Francisco lost an innovative 
and energetic rock band. that glowed with a sense of 
unity few bands ever achieve. Although Brian’s 
vocals and frenzied guitar work (he would often play 
guitar solos on his knees with his eyes closed as if ina 
trance) provided the core of Blue Movie’s sound, his 
songwriting often took a backseat to the near 
religious interconnection of the bandmembers. It 
was this intense connection that eventually led Brian 
to leave the band: ‘‘We were all so motivated, and 
pushed each other so hard, that after ahout three 
years we had just burned out.”’ 

Although Brian’s new repertoire features songs 
that are quite serious and focus on his constantly 
growing political awareness, he throws in enough 
humor (with songs like ‘‘Blah, Blah, Blah’’) to keep 
the music accessible. Whether he looks inward as in 
“Dirty Little Habit’? or outward at the world crum- 
bling around him as in ‘‘Crackhouse Next to the 
Schoolyard,” his vision is unique and his potent im- 
agery jumps right out at the listener. The songs are the 
focus of Brian’s music, and with the Fixation they are 
really up front: ‘‘When I play acoustic, there’s less 
distance between the audience and the song, and that 
forces me to examine every detail, I can’t let anything 
slide like I might have playing rock and roll.’’ 

The David Brian Fixation performs at Hotel Utah 
on July 15th with the Genuine Diamelles.

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Syl Johnson: Al Green’s ego stood in the way of superstardom. 


REVIVAL 


Syl Johnson emerges 
from Al Green's shadow 


By Derk Richardson 





YL JOHNSON, one of the 

great voices of rhythm and 

blues, can tell you in two 

words why he didn’t become a 

major star: ‘‘Al Green.’’ At 
the peak of his career in the early 1970s, 
Johnson recorded for the legendary Hi 
label in Memphis, the same company 
that issued all of Green’s smash hits. 
His voice was similar to Green’s, but 
grittier. As Johnson tells it, the only 
thing between him and superstardom 
was Al Green’s ego. 

“He was a big star and he sort of | 
drew the attention of the company to 
him and dictated what’s going on,”’ 
Johnson said in a phone conversation 
from his Chicago home last week. ‘‘Let 
me tell you one story. Al Green was in 
the hospital and had just had his album 
released. London Records was gonna 
do a hell of a press party for me and a pop 
group called the Greasy Wheels. So I 
took my family to New York and we 
had a big hotel suite and I had a big-ass 
band and we were gonna break the 
house down! Willie Mitchell came to 
the hotel that evening about four 
o’clock and said, ‘Hey, can you guys 
play behind Al Green?’ I said, ‘I sup- 
pose so, why?’ Willie said, ‘Because 


he’s on the show tonight.’ I said, 
“What?! This is my press party, the at- 
tention should be on me.’ ” 

Even though Johnson had scored 
such earlier soul hits as ‘“Come On 
Sock It To Me,”’ ‘Different Strokes”’ 
and ‘‘One Way Ticket to Nowhere,”’ 
and recorded such popular tracks for 
Hi as “Back For A Taste of Your 
Love,”’ ‘“‘The Love You Left Behind,”’ 
‘We Did It’’ and “‘Any Way the Wind 
Blows,”’ he never garnered his fair share 
of the attention. He says the label went 
so far as to design his album covers so 
“you could never distinguish what I 
looked like. And a lot of women were 
buying your records according to how 
you looked.”’ 

“*A singer is like a fighter,’’ Johnson 
explains. ‘“‘When the fighter’s in the 
corner and his trainer says, ‘Champ! 
You can beat that sissy,’ he’s building 
his ego. And an entertainer is similar. 
You gotta get pumped up to do this 
thing. With Al Green and me having 
such similar sounds, there was nobody 
there to feed the ego, except maybe 
Willie Mitchell. He was trying.” 

It was Mitchell — the legendary 
Memphis producer who fashioned a 
signature instrumental sound behind 
Green, O.V. Wright, Ann Peebles and 
Otis Clay — who brought Johnson to 


Hiin 1971 after producing Syl’s last ses- 
sions for the Chicago-based Twinight 
label. But when Hi was sold to Cream 
Records in 1977, Syl Johnson went 
from unheralded to virtually unheard. 
He has continued to record on his own 
Shama label out of Harvey, Illinois, 
and is in constant demand in Japan and 
Europe, where his 1969 side, ‘‘Is It 
Because I’m Black’’ brings as much as 
$50. Johnson's hits from the Hi era have 
been reissued in two volumes by the 
Demon import label. But when he slides 
into Slim’s for two nights this weekend, it 
marks a rare U.S. chance to hear this 
R&B legend in person. 

Born in Holly Springs, Mississippi 
(between 1936 and 1944 according to 
various accounts), Johnson learned to 
play guitar as a child from M.T. 
Murphy. After moving to Chicago he 
played behind such blues singers as 
Billy Boy Arnold, Shakey Jake, Magic 
Sam, Elmore James and Junior Wells. 
“‘T never was a singer,’’ Johnson says. 
“Singing chose me. I didn’t sing in 
church. I learned by listening to the 
guys coming on stage.’’ But in 1959, 
when Vivian Carter of VeeJay records 
heard Johnson casually singing be- 
tween takes during a Jimmy Reed Ses- 
sion, she told her brother Calvin to 
record him. Johnson cut his own demo, 
but on the way back to VeeJay he got 
off the bus at 12th and Wabash, just 
one block from King Records. He 
stopped in, let ‘“‘this skinny, kinda 
funny-looking white dude’’ Ralph Bass 
hear the songs and suddenly he had a 
new label. Instead of blues, Johnson 
swung in the direction of Jackie Wilson 
and Sam Cooke. ‘‘I was young,”” he ex- 
plains. ‘‘I didn’t want to do that old 
stuff. I went R&B. You could hear that 
bluesy sound in my voice but I did so 
many changes with my music that it was 
nowhere near blues.’’ 

Today, Johnson senses that R&B is on 
the verge of amajor comeback that might 
even eclipse the current blues renais- 
sance. ‘‘Hey, look,’’ he says, ““you know 
my brother, Jimmy Johnson, is a big 
blues artist. When I go to his gigs I see a 
growing concern for the R&B, rhythm 
and blues, it’s a step up the ladder. Some 
people have never been exposed to the 
Al Greens and the Johnny Taylors and 
the Syl Johnsons. They were exposed to 
that Motown thing, which was more 
pop, but never to the heart of the R&B. 
It’s all new to them. The old-fashioned- 
type blues, they’ve had that and they still 
love it. Even Howlin’ Wolf and Muddy 
Waters keep on growing, and they’re 
dead! But R&B has yet to hit among the 
masses of people. 

“‘When I was coming up in the R&B,” 
he continues, ‘‘you had to get hit after 
hit after hit, otherwise you couldn’t pack 
the house. Mine weren’t super-hits, but 
I had ’em. Now, one big hit is like 20 
hits then. You get into the top ten and 
that’s super-rich.”’ 

Johnson continues to record, and 
last year released Foxy Brown on his 
own label, but he’s disillusioned with 
the business. “‘I’ve been entertaining all 
my life, since I was about seven years 
old, and I expected more. There was a 
time when I had a super shot to become 
a superstar, but it never happened.’’ So 
in 1985, Johnson established a fast- 
food franchise, Solomon’s — ‘‘Best 
fish in the world, no bones about it,’’ 
he recites, ‘‘If you have one wish, let it 
be fish.’’ He’s sold ten franchises 
around Indiana and Illinois, but notes, 
“Pm not pushing the fish right now, 
I’m trying to push the show out there. I 
hope to do wonders.”’ 

“I’m still singing,”’ Johnson offers, 
“and I’m better now than ever. I’ve got 
my sanity, my head is on straight. I sing 
and play guitar and harmonica and I’m 
a businessman. And I don’t depend on 
the music business anymore. Al Green, 
look at him, he’s not even singing, he’s 
preachin’. That’s like a curse, to me. 
He’s cursed. His mind is twisted. So 
who’s more blessed? ”” 8

NTERGENERATIONAL SEX 

is a hot topic in films this month. 

Only two new releases avoid sex 

altogether: Honey, I Shrunk the 

Kids, which restores the Disney 
Studios to pre-Touchstone blandness, 
and the ‘‘kid’’ they couldn’t shrink, 
The Karate Kid Part III, an exag- 
gerated melodrama in which the ‘‘love 
interest’’ is sublimated into platonic 
friendship. 

Meanwhile, in Great Balls of Fire, 
the clownlike, 22-year-old Jerry Lee 
Lewis drags his 13-year-old second 
cousin to the altar, only to discover on 
their wedding night that she’s not a 
virgin. In The Rainbow, reviewed last 
week, a schoolgirl is willingly seduced 
by her gym teacher. Wonderland has a 
streetwise 16-year-old (17 in the 
American press releases) Liverpool 
boy give his body to middle-aged men 
and a woman in exchange for money 
or tactical advantage. 

And Agnes Varda’s Kung Fu Mas- 
ter! is supposed to be a love story be- 
tween a 40-ish woman and a 14-year- 
old boy (15 in the American press 
releases — do I detect a pattern here?). 

The older woman in Tea and Sym- 
pathy had sex with a boy to prove he 
wasn’t gay, the one in Murmur of the 
Heart was just being motherly. Now in 
Kung Fu Master! Jane Birkin makes no 
bones about it — she seduces young 
Mathieu Demy because he turns her on. 
He does this by throwing up in her toilet 
and looking pathetic while watching 
her sing to her sick child. Learning of 
his passion for video games, she invites 
him out to play his favorite, Kung Fu 
Master. (That’s the title’s only 





relevance — no fighting here.) 

Julien (Demy) is in a hurry to grow 
up but doesn’t seem interested in sex. 
He’d rather use the film’s ever-present 
condoms as water balloons. Still, a 
guy’s gotta start somewhere; and sens- 
ing Mary Jane’s (Birkin) interest he 
takes advantage of it. She visits him in 
his sickbed and he grabs her breast. 
When he takes the initiative and invites 
her to a hotel, Mary Jane comes to her 
senses and resolves not to see him again. 

Soon she’s back to rationalizing. Do all 
women fall for young boys, she asks 
herself, or only those who don’t have 
sons? Lucy (Charlotte Gainsbourg), her 
older daughter who goes to school with 
Julien, invites him along on a family holi- 
day and Mary Jane, after wrestling with 
her conscience for what seems like 15 
seconds, makes love to him in a romantic 
garden setting. Lucy sees them kissing 
and is disgusted, so Mary Jane does what 
any responsible parent would — she 
leaves Lucy with her parents and takes 
Julien and her younger daughter, Lou 
(Lou Doillon), to a private island where 
she shares a sleeping bag with the boy 
while the toddler sleeps in the same room. 

The romantic idyll ends with both par- 
ticipants a little older and wiser, but 
perhaps if Cher buys the American re- 
make rights she’ll have things turn out 
differently. 

At times Kung Fu Master! seems 
designed as a feature-length public service 
announcement promoting AIDS aware- 
ness and condom consciousness. AIDS 
brochures are passed out on a street cor- 


ner in England with the greeting, ‘‘Are , 


you ready to die for love?”’ On television 
a “‘doctor”’ tells a ‘‘patient,’’ “You have 
AIDS and you’re going to die. Can I have 
your stereo when you’re dead?”’ One of 
the French kids refers to AIDS as ‘‘Ass- 
Injected Death Sentence.’’ The combina- 
tion of tasteless humor and relevant in- 
formation is supposed to show the milieu

in which a boy finds himself at puberty 
today, but it’s overdone and serves as a 
major distraction from the plot. 

Jane Birkin is a passable actress who 
works steadily in one medium or another, 
but she’s still best known as the first 
woman whose orgasm sold a million 
copies (on the record ‘‘Je T’Aime... 
Moi Non Plus” with Serge Gainsbourg). 

Kung Fu Master! should stimulate 
serious soul-searching in those viewers 
liberal enough not to reject it outright. I 
confess to doubting my own reactions at 
times, wondering if my emotional re- 
sponse to the material was coloring my 
opinion of the film. I think I can safely 
say it’s a bad movie, but not as bad as it 
would have been if it didn’t evoke an 
emotional response at all. 


OULD YOU make love to a 
14-year-old? Is a boy’s virgini- 
ty less sacred than a girl’s? 


Does it matter whether the older or 
younger person is the aggressor? Could 
you apply the same standard to your own 
son or daughter as someone else’s? 
Would you feel differently if the boy’s 
age were 15 or 16? 

Director Agnes Varda, who wrote the 
screenplay from a short story by Birkin 
and cast her own son, Mathieu Demy, in 
the role of Julien, would rather ask ques- 
tions like these than answer them. She can 
be an excellent filmmaker (Vagabond, 
One Sings, the Other Doesn’t), but she’s 
a frustrating interview — too pleasant to 
become angry with but adamant about 
not answering the questions posed by her 
films, or even giving her own opinions. 

Varda claims not to know what the age 
of consent is in France. My sources say 
15, which would explain why the boy has 
to be 14, but she says the woman could 
still be prosecuted for corrupting a minor 
if the boy is under 18: “This story is not 
about the first love of a man, but the last 
month of a kid.” 


Julien never tells Mary Jane he loves 
her, but the film’s ending sends us mixed 
messages about his feelings toward her. 
“He is cruel,” Varda says, but adds that 
you can take it either way when he 
doesn’t contact Mary Jane after they’re 
separated: ‘‘Maybe he doesn’t give a shit 
about her, or maybe he was forbidden by 
his family to call her.” 

The director is happy to discuss the 
origin of the film, suggested to her by 
Birkin while they were shooting another, 
Jane B. by Agnes V. “She wanted to 
make a film as herself,’’ Varda says, ap- 
parently getting Birkin in deeper. “‘She 
wrote ten pages of her own feelings. I 
added the boy’s world — the clothes, 
video games, AIDS. The landscape of be- 
ing a kid today is different from what it 
was ten years ago.” 

How would she feel if her son actual- 
ly were having an affair with an older 
woman? Varda won’t answer, but sug- 
gests parents who find themselves in 
that situation should try to discover the 
“unconscious need’’ their child is try- 
ing to satisfy. 

“This is not astatement,”’ she says of 
her film. The love stories she prefers to 
tell, Varda points out, are unconven- 
tional ones. “‘I’m interested in any kind 
of love that, seen from the outside, socie- 
ty rejects, but when you’re inside it and 
know the people, it looks different to 
you. .. . ’montheside of people who 
are outside of society.”’ 

The AIDS information in Kung Fu 
Master! was not intended to raise the 
French consciousness on the issue, Var- 
da says — ‘‘I’m not the one who found 
the virus. All I can do is send money’’ 
— but was included because it is every- 
where today. She was alone in her hotel 
room when she saw a British television 
show on the subject, and she thought it 
would be interesting to have three 
generations of a family watching the 
show together. When someone on the 
show talks about collecting condoms, 
the grandfather comments, “‘I used to 
collect bus tickets myself.”’ 

Varda’s filmmaking career began in 
1954 and she was part of the French 
“new wave’ a few years later. She met 
Jacques Demy in 1958 and they have 
been married most of the time since 
then. ‘‘There was a time we were not 
together,’’ she says, ‘“but in 30 years 
you need some time apart.’’ Demy’s 
films are escapist fantasies (The Um- 
brellas of Cherbourg, The Young Girls 
of Rochefort), while Varda’s are fre- 
quently political (Salut les Cubains, 
Black Panthers). 

Call me a coward, but I didn’t ask 
Varda if she has her eye on any of her 
son’s schoolmates. I still respect her, 
even if she turns out an occasional 
clunker like Kung Fu Master! |

script, to the way actor Dennis Quaid, 
looking astonishingly like pictures of 
the young Lewis, plays him as a sincere 
guy whose only sin is marrying the girl 
he loves, who ‘‘could have been as big 
as Elvis,’’ but was unfairly robbed by 
public opinion. In reality, Lewis is one 
of the most morally problematic char- 
acters in American public life. 

Still, the film’s basic problem is no 
fault of Quaid’s, who does a passable 
job of portraying Lewis’s mugs and 
grimaces, though he’s a little low on 
charisma. It is more the fault of the 
script, in which no mention is made of 
the booze or pills or violence that is in 
some senses the raison d’etre for his 
music and lifestyle. Throughout the 
film, Lewis is portrayed as a cute ’n’ 
harmless Good Ol’ Boy. Although peo- 
ple occasionally refer to him as ‘‘a little 
wild,”’ the wildest thing he does in the 
movie is speed in his cousin’s car 
through a parking lot early on in the 
movie, causing a hapless highway 
patrol man to push an ice cream conein 
his face. 

Even more misleading is the socio- 


economic background the movie im- 
plies that Lewis comes from. Most 
Americans are aware that there are 
parts of the South where it is not un- 
common for men to marry 13-year- 
olds, and where people are apt to foam 
at the mouth at church. Those parts are 
not, however, the nice, clean, attractive 
suburbs that Great Balls of Fire shows 
us. Given the setting, it seems just as 
inexplicable to the audience that Lewis 
would marry a 13-year-old, and one 
with whom he only seems to have a 
kind of passing slap-and-tickle rela- 
tionship, asit did to the appalled British 
populace, which called for his deporta- 
tion in 1957. 

The belittling corniness that per- 
meates the movie mars the seriousness 
of Lewis’s artistic achievements, which 
are treated like a particularly stupid 
joke that we all know the punchline to. 
The first scene, for instance, shows a 
10- or 11-year-old Jerry Lee, with his 
cousin, future televangelist Jimmie Lee 
Swaggart, sneaking a peek into a black 
nightclub (which is situated, of course, 
down by the railroad tracks). Inside, 
jolly-looking black people are having a 
rip-roaring time dancing in sexually ex- 
plicitly ways to boogie-woogie piano. 
(‘It’s the devil’s music!’’ cries little 
Jimmie Lee, hot-tailing it back home. 
Little Jerry Lee sticks around and 
leers.) 

It’s not only corny, it’s racist: Twelve 
years later, the same people are still 
dancing when Lewis goes back and 
plays the piano there himself, the im- 
plication being that he learned ‘‘that 
jungle rhythm’’ from the Negroes, who 
are loose, free and happy. The situation 
is made even worse when that scene is 
juxtaposed with a glum white night 
club, where the patrons are snarling, 
drunk and ugly until Lewis plays, de- 
spite his band’s protests, ‘‘a nigger 
song,’’ and all the bar’s patrons are 
mysteriously injected with rhythm, sex- 
uality and glee. 

Swaggart, played as an adult by Alec 
Baldwin, comes in again later in the 
movie, always trying to convince Lewis 
to give up that ‘‘devil’s music’’ and 
turn to the Lord. He gives Lewis a coin 
that bears the words ‘‘narrow is the 
path to Heaven’’ on one side, and 
“broad is the path to Hell’’ on the 
other, and asks him which he’ll follow. 
Had the movie shown Lewis and 
Swaggart as more similar characters, as 
literally two sides of the same coin, in- 
stead of having Swaggart be a smarmy- 
voiced, clean-cut bore, these scenes 
would carry more weight. As it is, Lewis 
is always sure which path he’ll choose. I 
wondered why the director didn’t cast 
Mojo Nixon, who has a bit role as 
Lewis’ drummer, as Swaggart. His 
sexy, holy-rolling preacher antics 
would have played off perfectly against 
Lewis’ sexy piano antics, would have 
explained the appeal and the similarity 
of both honky-tonks and church. 

That kind of mistake is made again 
and again throughout the movie. For 
instance, when Lewis asks Myra — 
convincingly played by Ryder, who 
looks right and has all the best lines — 
to marry him, she says, unbelievably, 
“Let’s wait a few years!’’ Then, they 
don’t even consummate their wedding 
for a week. Right. Even if the whole ex- 
ercise is supposed to be mythical, as 
when Jerry Lee picks Myra up at her 
high school and all the girls there, clad 
all in poodle skirts, do aerial cartwheels 
on the lawn to the tune of ‘‘High 
School Confidential,’’ there’s a kind of 
intellectual dishonesty about it that 
would make almost anyone squirm. 

Given the cruelty and craziness of 
reality, one can’t blame Myra Gale 
Lewis for‘desiring a totally revisionist 
take on her own past, but one can 
blame the filmmakers for buying into 
her vision. Ultimately, Great Balls of 
Fire is a misguided and extremely er- 
roneous portrayal of a man whose his- 
tory could, if it were told truly, provide 
one of the most illuminating and 
fascinating looksinsiderock’n’roll.

SUGAR AND SPICE 


Two Nice Girls stretch the definition of women's music’ 


TWO NICE GIRLS. At the Great Ameri- 
can Music Hall, SF. Tuesday, June 27th.

Y THE time Austin’s Two 
Nice Girls made it to the Great 
American Music Hall last week 
for their Bay Area concert 
debut, they numbered four. 
But they were still one of the nicest and 
freshest groups to come along in 1989. 

The stops that Two Nice Girls made 
during their Bay Area stay said alot about 
the character of the band. They played 
for the Gay Freedom Day rally on Sun- 
day, stopped in at radio stations KALX 
and KPFA and conducted an informal 
interview Over gargantuan ice cream 
sundaes at Edy’s in Berkeley. These Girls 
are socially responsible and they know 
how to have fun. They are post-punk and 
in some senses post-women’s music, but 
not post-feminist. 

When they recorded their debut 
album, 2 Nice Girls, recently released by 
San Francisco/London-based Rough 
Trade Records, Two Nice Girls were 
three — Gretchen Phillips, Kathy Kor- 
niloff and Laurie Freelove. Drummer 
Pam Barger, from an Austin band called 
Child Bearing Hips, signed on in 
January. When the time came for tour- 
ing, Freelove opted to stay with her day 
job in Austin and was replaced in May by 
Meg Hentgen, from the Neo Boys. 

Confronting their giant dishes of ice 
cream (and one Diet Coke) in the after- 
noon before their concert, the four band- 
members, ranging in age from 24 to 29, 
cited such inspirations as Janis Ian, Dory 
Previn, Joan Armatrading, Joni Mitchell 
and Jimi Hendrix. Phillips, now ap- 
parently the band’s primary songwriter, 
granted that important doors were 
opened by such women’s music predeces- 
sors as Holly Near’and Cris Williamson, 


although she didn’t pay much attention 
to their music. Korniloff said she’d lis- 
tened heavily to Meg Christian’s first 
record but explained that the band came 
together, not out of a shared political 
commitment to lesbian culture, but to 
make music. 

While women’s music often has its 
own musical realm, this group’s Girlish 
ways encompass Phoebe Snow, Ellen 
Mclllwaine, Led Zeppelin, Young Mar- 
ble Giants, Throwing Muses and The 
Minutemen. They sing smart, sensual 
songs about love, affection and jealousy 
written with engaging frankness, honesty 
and little ironic twists. The pronouns are 
mostly ‘‘she”’ and ‘‘her’’ but lesbianism is 
not the issue. Almost anyone could sing 
their songs, though not with the same 
winning style. 

At the Music Hall, the Girls opened 
with ‘‘My Heart Crawled Off,”’ which 
rises to a three-part-harmony chorus the 
Roches might envy. They covered Jane 
Sibbery’s ‘Follow Me,” unveiled a new, 
slide-guitar-accented rocker, ‘‘Christ’s 
Song’’ and made the mixed but largely 
female audience giggle with such lines as 
“T could lick your cheek and bite your 
nose,’’ from ““The Sweet Postcard,’’ and 
“The clearest person that I know/ Arms 
and mouth that bring me home/ But 
enough said of me/ I want to talk about 
her now,”’ from ‘‘Goons.”’ 

Two Nice Girls do address hetero- 
sexual relationships in their most 
distinctive song, Phillips’ ‘‘I Spent 
My Last $10 (On Birth Control & 
Beer)’ a unique, honky-tonk ‘‘tale 
of woe.”’ Our protagonist — who, 
“Like normal girls do . . . looked to 
a woman’s love/ To help me get 
through’’ — is thrown over by Mary 
Lou for ‘‘another dyke.”’ Lester, ace 
strong hairy man,”’ eases on in me 
shows her ‘“‘certain thrills that lesbian 
love/ Simply cannot supply/ Like pay- 
ing for abortions/ From sperm gone 
awry.’ The entire audience of 200 or 


so sang along on the chorus. 

Since the band has only recently 
reorganized, its brisk, 65-minute, 13-song 
performance had a few minor rough 
spots and a bit of nervousness showing. 
Certain harmonies had to slide into place, 
and not all the instrumental work meshed 
perfectly. But the four Girls are dealing 
well with the departure of Laurie Free- 
love, who had written half the original 
songs on the album and added a gritty 
edge to the vocal sound, not unlike Terry 
Garthwaite in Joy of Cooking. Instead of 
trying to come offas polished pros, they 
made themselves at home with self- 
effacing humor and unrehearsed patter. 
And they took chances in their complex 
vocal and instrumental arrangements, 
switching lead roles — Korniloff and 
Phillips are especially fine guitarists — 
and avoiding any one music style. 

Phillips joked about her desire to make 
folk versions of disco favorites, and while 
her bandmates tuned up, she sang snip- 
pets from the Village People, Donna 
Summer and Sonic Youth. But the Girls 
actually mix genres in intriguing ways, 
closing the show with their wonderful 
melding of Lou Reed’s ‘‘Sweet Jane”’ 
with Joan Armatrading’s ‘‘Love and Af- 
fection,”’ and a furious folk-rock version 
of Jimi Hendrix’s ‘‘Purple Haze,’’ with 
“‘shooby-do”’ vocals segueing into a 
series of disco choruses including “‘In the 
Bush.”’ For their encore they used the 
famous Bo Diddley rhythm of ‘‘Not 
Fade Away”’ and ‘‘Mona’’ to sing about 
“queer bars,”’ “‘queer cars’’ and the pro- 
mise of a happy life, in which both part- 
ners will be the wife. 

If 2 Nice Girls, the album, is a bit 
polite in its svelte and understated pro- 
duction, Two Nice Girls in person 
were refreshingly loose, edging toward 
rowdy. Earlier in the day, Korniloff 
had quipped that the title of their next 
album should be No More Nice Girls, 
Goddammit!. On the contrary, a lot 
more NiceGirlswouldbeinorder.

Disaster Series 


Joe Goode’s ‘Disaster Series” 
was anything but a disaster in its 
sold-out preview performances 
last January. In a series of mini- 
dramas, Goode examined the 
mess people seem to get them- 
selves into. Setting these per- 
sonal tragedies against catas- 
trophes created by the elemental 
forces of nature — air, earth, fire 
and water — may not be a new 
idea, but Goode’s playing around 
with scale (not the least of which 
were the dioramas by James 
Morris) created characters that 
were both pitiful and funny. The 
work since then has undergone 
considerable modifications, but 
you can still expect a heightened 
sense of theatricality with the 
kind of nervous edge that makes 
people sit up in their chairs.

The York 
is showing (along with Jim 
Jarmusch’s marvelous Stranger 
Than Paradise) Lee’s student 
film, Joe’s Bed-Stuy Barber- 
shop: We Cut Heads (1983), 
which was crude but promising; 
the Strand has Lee’s next two 
features, the less crude and 
more promising She’s Gotta 
Have It (1986) and Schoo/ Daze 
(1988), in which he played un- 
successfully with the moral am- 
biguity he perfected in Do the 
Right Thing (1989), which 
opened last week at several 
theaters and is in the running 
for Picture of the Year honors. If 
you still don’t know what the ex- 
citement’s about, take a crash 
course in Spike Lee.

Fiddler on 
the Roof 


If you’re not one of the 55 
million people (no exaggeration) 
who've seen this classic Broad- 
way musical, there’s one more 
week to catch the new touring 
version as it heads around the 
world. Yes, the show sentimen- 
talizes Sholem Aleichem’s wry 
tales of Jewish life in a Russian 
shtetl (village), and the schmaltz 
gets ladled on fairly thick.
